WARRANT 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Norfolk, ss. 


To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline 
qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places designated for 
the several precincts in the said town on 


TUESDAY, THE SEVENTH DAY OF MARCH, 1944 


at seven o'clock in the forenoon for the following purposes, to wit: 


To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator for one year; 
one Selectman for three years; three members of the School Committee 
for three years; two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for three 
years; one Assessor for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library 
for three years; one member of the Water Board for three years; one Park 
Commissioner for three years; three members of the Committee on Planting 
Trees for one year; one member of the Planning Board for five years; five 
Constables for one year; also seven Town Meeting Members in precincts 
1, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, for three years; six Town Meeting Members in 
Precincts 2, 4, 5 and 12, for three years; one Town Meeting Member to 
fill a vacancy in Precinct 7, for one year; one Town Meeting Member to 
fill a vacancy in Precinct 11, for one year; and one Town Meeting Member 
to fill a vacancy in Precinct 11, for two years. 


Also for the purpose of giving their ‘‘yes’’ or “no” on the following 
question: 


Shall the town vote to accept the provisions of section six C of YES 
chapter forty of the General Laws, which authorize cities and 
towns to appropriate money for the removal of snow and ice from NO 
private ways therein open to public use? 


For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the forenoon 
and shall be closed at eight o’clock in the afternoon. 


And in the name of the said Commonwealth you are further required 
to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the High School 
Auditorium in the said town on 


TUESDAY, THE TWENTY-FIRST DAY OF MARCH, 1944 


at seven-thirty in the evening for the following purposes, to wit:— 


First Article, To see if the town will vote that the number of Measurers 
of Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen. : 
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Second Article, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1944, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within 
one year, and to renew any notes that may be given for a period of less 
ers one year in accordance’ with Section 17 of Chapter 44 of the General 

aws. 


Third Article, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed 
in the annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer, board 
or committee. 


Fourth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended with the approval of the Selectmen and of the 
various boards and officers concerned for the payment of extra emergency 
compensation to officers and employees of the town on account of the in- 
creased cost of living, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Fifth Article, To see if the town will increase the appropriation of the 
Police Department to permit an increase of one dollar and twenty-five 
cents ($1.25) per day in the compensation for the members of the said 
department. 


Sixth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen for the purpose 
of providing quarters for the Selective Service Boards established in the 
town under the Selective Service System. 


Seventh Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen for the 
purpose of providing quarters, services, supplies and materials for use 
of the Brookline War Price and Rationing Board in connection with the 
operation of the war price and rationing program in Brookline. 


Eighth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended with the approval of the Board of Selectmen for the 
preservation of health and the protection of persons and property in the 
town; for the purchase of equipment, materials, and supplies; to provide 
for the training of its citizens in matters essential to civilian defense; for 
the conservation of food supplies through the giving of assistance in the 
raising and distribution of food products or otherwise; and for any other 
purpose authorized by Chapter 75 of the Acts of 1943. 


Ninth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of nine hundred dollars ($900) for the leasing of nine voting machines, 
approved as required by law, for use during the period from April 1, 1944 
to April 1, 1945 at polling places in such precinct or precincts of the town 
as the Board of Selectmen may determine, at primaries and elections of 
state or town officers, as authorized by Section 34 of Chapter 54 of the 
General Laws, as amended. 


Tenth Article, To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Section 58A of Chapter 48 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) (inserted by 
Chapter 638 of the Acts of 1941) regulating the hours of duty of permanent 
members of the uniformed fire fighting forces in cities and towns. 


Eleventh Article, To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Section 1 of Chapter 452 of the Acts of 1943 authorizing an increase 
in the retirement allowances of certain former employees who were retired 
on account of accidental disability. 
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Twelfth Article, To see if the town will direct the Board of Selectmen 
to apply to the General Court for legislation amending the first paragraph 
of Section 12 (1) of Chapter 299 of the Acts of 1933, known as the Brookline 
Retirement Act, by striking out the first three clauses thereof, so that the 
same as amended shall read: 


“Section 12. (1) The member may elect to convert the retirement 
allowance otherwise provided for in this system into a lesser retirement 
allowance of equivalent actuarial value payable throughout his or her 
live with the provision that:— 


and providing that such amendment shall be effective as of January 1, 
1941, or will direct said Board to petition the General Court for legislation 
that shall accomplish substantially the same results. 


Thirteenth Article, To see if the town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to petition the General Court for legislation empowering said 
Board to appoint a Director of Public Health in the town who shall have 
all the powers, perform all the duties and be subject to all the obligations 
of boards of health in towns, or will act in any manner in relation thereto. 


Fourteenth Article, ‘To see if the town will authorize the Board of Select- 
men to petition the General Court for legislation empowering the said 
Board to appoint a Director of Public Welfare in the town who shall have 
all the powers, perform all the duties and be subject to all the obligations 
boards of public welfare in towns, or will act in any manner in relation 
thereto. 


Fifteenth Article, To see if the town will vote to amend the By-laws 
of the town by inserting after Section 2 of Article II] a new section as 
follows: 

“Audit of Accounts” 


“Section 2-A. The Board of Selectmen shall annually petition for an 
audit of the town’s accounts under the supervision of the Director of 
Accounts of the Department of Corporations and Taxation in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 35 of Chapter 44 of-the General Laws.”’, 


or will otherwise amend said By-laws to provide for periodical audits of 
the town’s accounts. 


Sixteenth Article, To see if the town will vote to amend the By-laws 
of the town by inserting after the word ‘‘kind”’ in Section 19, Article XIX, 
the words ‘‘or floor mop,” so that said section as amended shall read: 


“Section 19. No person shall beat, shake, or clean any carpet, rug, 
or floor covering of any kind, or floor mop, or beat or clean furniture, 
so as to injure the property of another or to the discomfort or annoyance 
of any person.” 


or will otherwise amend said Section 19. 


Seventeenth Article, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
six hundred dollars '($600) for the care and maintenance of the Honor 
Roll Boards erected on the Library grounds and for purposes incidental 
thereto. 


Eighteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen for the preparation of plans, programs and 
data for and in connection with post-war projects. 
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Nineteenth Article, To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four thousand dollars ($4,000) to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen for the making of certain changes in the southerly 
side of Beacon Street between Harvard and Charles Streets for the im- 
provement of traffic conditions. 


Twentieth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of five thousand, eight hundred dollars ($5,800) to be expended under 
the direction of the Board of Selectmen for the making of alterations in 
the roadway and the divisional or traffic islands on the northerly side of 
Boylston Street at or near the intersection of Chestnut Hill Avenue for 
the improvement of traffic conditions and the safety of the public. 


Twenty-First Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of three hundred dollars ($300) to be expended under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen to defray the cost of reconditioning and moving 
an existing shelter to the divisional or traffic island to be reconstructed 
at or near the northwest corner of the intersection of Chestnut Hill Avenue 
and Boylston Street. 


Twenty-Second Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand nine hundred dollars ($3,900) to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen for the construction of a 
shelter or waiting station upon the loading platform of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company on the southerly side of the street car reservation on 
Beacon Street near the subway entrance at St. Mary’s Street. 


Twenty-Third Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty-three thousand dollars ($23,000) to be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Selectmen for the purchase and installation in 
the Heating and Lighting Plant of four horizontal high pressure boilers 
including the necessary fixtures and fittings. 


Twenty-Fourth Article, To see if the town will authorize the razing of 
the building known as the Parsons School located on Walter Avenue and 
will raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-two hundred dollars ($2200) 
to be expended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen to pay the 
cost thereof and of filling the basement excavation. 


Twenty-Fifth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty-nine thousand dollars ($39,000) to be expended under the 
direction of the Park Commissioners for the alteration, widening and 
reconstruction of Riverdale Parkway between Washington Street and 
the Brookline-Boston line near Chestnut Street. 


Twenty-Sixth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of seventy-five hundred dollars ($7500) to be expended by the Park 
Commissioners for the construction of a driveway and turn-around at or 
near the Administration Building of the Board of Health Hospital. 


Twenty-Seventh Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be expended by the Park 
Commissioners for the purchase of about four hundred fifty-nine thousand 
five hundred sixty-one (459,561) square feet of land with the buildings 
thereon for playground purposes, the aforesaid property being situated on 
Eliot Street and Ackers and Chestnut Hill Avenues and being commonly 
known as the Rivers School property, and will authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow the whole or any part thereof. 


Twenty-Eighth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of thirteen thousand dollars ($13,000) to be expended under the 
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direction of the Board of Selectmen for the construction of a main drain 
and common sewer in a private way known as Lyon Road. 


Twenty- Ninth Article, To see if the town will vote to abandon for 
municipal purposes a strip of town-owned land about ten (10) feet wide, 
one hundred twelve and 43/100 (112.43) feet long and containing about 
one thousand one hundred twenty-four (1,124) square feet adjoining 
premises No. 141 Beverly Road, Brookline, and will authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to sell the same at private sale to Pearl and Harry M. Silver- 
man, owners of said property No. 141 Beverly Road, for such amount as 
said Board may deem proper. 


Thirtieth Article, To ratify and confirm the agreement made the twenty- 
first day of December, 1943, by the Board of Selectmen in behalf of the 
town with the Welsbach Street ba fenting Company of America for street 
lighting. 


Thirty-First Article, To see if the town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to purchase, or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the 
General Laws, for use of the Fire Department, certain land with the build- 
ings thereon adjoining the Fire Department Headquarters on Washington 
Street, bounded: 


Northeasterly by said Washington Street; 

Southeasterly and northeasterly by land of the Town of Brookline; 
Southeasterly by Thayer Street; 

Southwesterly by Thayer Place; 

Northwesterly by land of the County of Norfolk; 


containing about, twenty-seven thousand nine hundred and thirty square 
feet (27,930) square feet, and will raise and appropriate the sum of thirty- 
two thousand eight hundred dollars ($32,800) to pay for the same or to be 
used for the payment of land damages and other costs and SIE NES inci- 
dental to such purchase or taking. 


Thirty-Second Article, To see if the town will accept a gift of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) made by Miss Rosamond Hunt to the Town of 
Brookline in trust for the benefit of the Brookline Public Library, the in- 
come therefrom to be expended under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees of said Library for the acquisition and maintenance of books 
of an educational nature and the purchase of book-plates, in accordance 
with an instrument of trust dated July 15, 1943. 


Thirty-Third Article, To see if the town will accept a gift of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000) made by Mrs. Beatrice B. Nickerson to the Town 
of Brookline in trust, the income therefrom to be expended under the 
direction of the Tree Planting Committee for the purchase, planting and 
maintenance of shade trees, in accordance with an instrument of trust 
dated November 30, 1943. 


Thirty-Fourth Article, ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or take from surplus revenue, a sum of money for the purpose of 
purchasing defense bonds, war bonds or other bonds to establish a fund 
for post-war purposes as provided by Chapter 5 of the Acts of 1943 or 
any other act which may authorize the purchase of such bonds for the 
above purposes, 


Thirty-Fifth Article, To see if the town will authorize taking a sum of 
money voted for the appropriations heretofore made at this town meeting 
under this warrant, and not voted to be borrowed, from any available 
funds in the treasury and will authorize the Assessors to use free cash in 
the treasury in any available funds to that amount in the determination 
of the 1944 tax rate. 
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Thirty-Sixth Article, To hear and act upon reports of town officers and 
committees. 


Thirty-Seventh Article, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or other- 
wise such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes 
mentioned in the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day of said meeting.

Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the town of Brookline by a 
constable of said town and notices sent by mail by the Town 
Clerk at least seven days before the day of meeting, to the 
town meeting members elected and qualified to act in town 
meetings in Brookline, under the provisions of Chapter 43A, 
G. L., accepted by the town of Brookline, March 10, 1942, the 
town meeting members so qualified met at the High School 
in said town on Tuesday, the twenty-first day of March, 1944, 
at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening. Lists of duly qualified 
town meeting members were used at the entrances to the 
meeting place and were in charge of Stewart Dalzell, Jr., 
Thomas H. Finan, David Wright and John J. Fahey, Tellers, 
who were sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1944. 


At the first meeting held following the town election, 
William J. Hickey, Jr., was chosen Chairman of the Board. 
By virtue of his office as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
he became also Chairman of the Board of Health and Chair- 
man of the Board of Public Welfare.

Leavitt was appointed military substitute under the provi- 
sions of Section 11 of Chapter 708 of the Acts of 1941, as 
amended. 


The Long Range Planning Committee, which was reorgan- 
ized in 1943 and charged with the responsibility of preparing a 
postwar program, has continued its deliberations and hear- 
ings during the year and will submit its completed report 
prior to the Annual Town Meeting in 1945. 


It is expected that this report will contain many construc- 
tive suggestions for the development of an employment 
program for the returning servicemen, as well as a compre- 
hensive plan for the institution of many community improve- 
ments affecting the general welfare of the citizens and the 
efficient operation of governmental activities. 


Miss Catherine O’Day of the Highway Department was 
appointed to the staff of the Selectmen’s office on January 13, 
1944, as Secretary to Mr. O’Shea. 


The Committee to Investigate Health and Safety Condi- 
tions in and about Buildings, which was appointed in 1943, 
has carried on its investigations during the current year. 
In view of the valuable work being accomplished by this 
Committee in maintaining a high standard of health and 
safety, it is believed that it should operate more or less as a 
permanent organization.

The valuation of land in the town decreased from 
$41,831,700 in 1943 to $40,417,500 in 1944, the reduction be- 
ing $1,414,200. The valuation of buildings decreased from 
$80,239,200 in 1943 to $77,568,300 in 1944, the reduction 
being $2,670,900. The total reduction in real estate valua- 
tion was $4,085,100. The valuation of tangible personal 
property decreased from $12,363,700 in 1943 to $12,324,300 
in 1944, a decrease of $39,400. The total valuation of all

Under the Basis for computing the State Tax established 
by the Legislature in 1943, the town pays $23,410 of every 
million dollars to be raised. Brookline paid $574,803.53 on 
account of State and miscellaneous taxes in 1944, for which 
$575,007.39 was raised in the levy for 1944, which leaves a 
credit of $203.86 to be carried forward against the 1945 State 
Tax. There is also held in reserve the sum of $143,029.18 
to meet the 1941 and 1942 deficit of the Boston Elevated 
which was raised but has not yet been assessed.

Annual Appropriations for 1945 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are shown 
in the following tables. The amounts asked for general ex- 
penses of the. public schools, public library, water supply, 
public parks and grounds, comprising headings F. G. J., and 
the first item of H. in Table, II following, have been recom- 
mended by the different boards having those matters in 
charge and have not received the independent judgment of 
the Selectmen. Reference is made to the reports of those 
boards for information as to these appropriations. All other 
amounts included in the table of regular appropriations are 
recommended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed 
for,general expenses, omitting the amounts for state, county 
and metropolitan taxes, but including payments of funded 
debt and interest is $4,101,077.58. The total of the proposed 
special appropriations included in the Warrant for the annual 
town meeting is $664,714.00 which is to be raised by tax levy. 

The first figure compared with the figure of $4,108,130.50 
proposed in 1944 for these same purposes is a decrease of 
$7,052.92 and the total for proposed special appropriations

Gentlemen: — The Committee respectfully submits to your 
Board its first report. 


This Committee was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
on October 26, 1942, held its first ae on October 29, 1942, 
and organized as follows:

Simon P. Townsend, Town Counsel 

' Thomas J. Moran, Building Commissioner 
James W. Tonra, Chief of Police

The date the Committee organized was one month before 
the Cocoanut Grove Holocaust, where about 500 persons lost 
their lives. 


Standard data sheets were prepared for a comprehensive 
survey of all types of occupancies except single and two-family 
dwellings, covering structural, health and safety conditions, 
including floor loading, egresses, gas, water, sewers, drainage, 
heating services and equipment, elevators, mechanical and 
electrical equipment and appliances, means of preventing 
spread of fire including both sprinkler systems and portable 
appliances, condition of yards, adequacy of proper receptacles 
for combustibles and non- -combustibles, waste and garbage, 
cooking equipment and accessories, refrigerators and house- 
keeping in general. 


The procedure followed hHs been to have an analysis of the 
inspection reports made by the Committee and to then refer 
to each department or municipal agency concerned the par- 
ticular items which come within the jurisdiction of that de- 
partment for corrective action. Weekly reports were sub- 
mitted by the several departments showing the progress of 
the work and in instances where occupancies required licenses 
from the Board of Selectmen, acting either as Selectmen or 
Board of Health, certification of the premises meeting the re- 
quirements were forwarded to said Board for its. information 
relative to the propriety of affirmative action on the pending 
application. 
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The Committee has brought to the attention of state de- 
partments conditions disclosed which appeared to be within 
the province of said agencies and has held conferences with 
their representatives relative to same. 


The first inspections were made on December 7, 1942, using 
assistants from the Water, Health, Police, Fire and. Engineer- 
ing Departments, but because of shortage of men, the Water 
and Police Departments were compelled to withdraw their 
men in the spring of this year. 


During the first eight months of 1943, a large amount of 
typing was done by volunteer typists supplied by the Public 
Safety Committee. As this volunteer service became greatly 
reduced, it became necessary for the Committee to place a 
permanent typist in 1943. | 


From the time of the organization of this Committee through 
December 31, 1944, this Committee held 105 meetings and 19, 
hearings at which the owners, or representatives of the owners 
of properties affected were present and given an opportunity 
to present their views regarding conditions called to their 
attention. 


During the year 1944, the Committee recommended to the 
Board of Selectmen that eight dilapidated buildings be re- 
moved or made safe. Three of these buildings have been re- 
moved. One has recently been granted a building permit for 
alterations. The Committee has received assurance that 
another will be torn down as soon as legal formalities can be 
completed. The remainder of these buildings have been made 
safe. 


The following inspections and reinspections have been made 
during this period. 


55 Inspections of vacant buildings. 
402 Inspections of apartment houses. 
347 Inspections of lodging houses and convalescent homes. 

1257 Inspections of buildings used for business purposes. 

61 Inspections of halls and theatres. 
21 Inspections of public school buildings. 

2108 Reports typed and brief reports made on conditions. 
Said reports have been analyzed and conditions found 
to require corrections referred to the various depart- 
ments concerned. 

1853 Notices of required corrections were sent to the owners 
or licensees. | 

©402 Re-inspections were made at the termination of the 
15-day period allowed for corrections of conditions 
previously called to the attention of owners and 
licensees. 
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While labor and materials necessary to make the corrections 
which were called to the attention of the owners were hard to 
obtain, nevertheless the owners have cooperated in such a 
manner that the results in general have been very satisfactory 
to the Committee. 


The Committee believes that this work should continue as 
expeditiously as manpower will permit until all buildings ex- 
cept one and two-family dwellings shall have been inspected 
and the proper corrections made. 


The Clean- Up Campaign. During the period from May 27 
to June 12, 1944, the Committee, under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen, conducted a Clean-Up Campaign, a 
progress report of which follows: 


1. Proclamation was issued by the Board of Health setting 
the beginning of the Clean-Up Campaign as May 27 and 
the ending as June 12. 


2. Campaign advertised in local papers and photographs 
shown in the Cztzzen, given them by the Committee. 


3. Slides were shown on the screen at Brookline theatres. 


4. Posters were placed on all town trucks, in store windows, 
and on bulletin boards. 


5. Twenty letters were sent to the churches in the town, 
requesting their cooperation by special announcement 
and in their weekly bulletins. Thirty-two letters were 
sent to clubs and other organizations with a similar 
request. 


6. Pledge cards were distributed by the School Department 
to all pupils. 


Reinspections denoted that in all cases the Committee re- 
ceived most excellent cooperation from the Town Departments 
and citizens of the town. 


In the latter part of May, 1944, the Selectmen, believing 
that a serious mosquito situation had developed in the south- 
erly end of Brookline which was a health menace and required 
immediate remedial action, placed full authority for cleaning 
up the situation in the hands of this Committee. Chief Allen, 
Chairman, then requested the cooperation of the Street, Park, 
Health, Water and Engineering Departments and the City of 
Newton in carrying out this work. Whereupon, Mr. Lacy 
volunteered to provide four men, Mr. Sheehan four men, Mr. 
Tapley five men, Mr. Bushway two men, and Mr. Devine two 
men. 


The work of flooding, cleaning and oiling ditches in the town 
started Friday, May 26, 1944, the day the request was made, 
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at 1:00 P.M., under the supervision of Mr. O. M. Moulton of 
the Engineering Department, in and about the Municipal 
Golf Course and continued until the work in all ditches of the 
town was completed. The City of Newton cooperated by 
cleaning the brooks and ditches adjacent to the south end A 
Brookline.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK’S OFFICE FOR 1944 


To the Citizens of Brookline: 


Herein is presented a report of the Town Clerk for the year 
ending December 31, 1944. The Office of the Town Clerk 
passed through its busiest year in 1944, The task of handling 
the Town Election, Presidential Primary, the State Primary 
and the State and Presidential Election resulted in continual 
Election detail through the year. 


A new high total for registered voters was attained in 
November for the Presidential election. The total number 
of persons registered for the election was 31,553. It is 
interesting to note that in this election 2,451 ballots were 
received from men and women serving in the Armed Forces 
and Allied Organizations representing 77% of the ballots 
mailed. The percentage is said to be higher than elsewhere 
in the United States. In addition to these absentee ballots 
received from those in the Armed Forces, there were 638 
civilian absentee ballots which set a new high total for the 
Presidential election. 


Although the work of the office is constantly increasing, 
the office personnel and the Town Clerk have endeavored to 
meet all demands cheerfully. 


The departmental receipts total $11,351.71.

Auxiliary Police

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-ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BROOKLINE PLANNING 
BOARD 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1944 


During the past year nothing of importance has been done 
in the way of new real estate developments, due to war re- 
strictions. Plans for the post-war development of the Cabot 
Estate on Heath Street were presented to the Engineering De- 
partment and after several conferences were in satisfactory 
shape for. the Board’s consideration. At a meeting held 


October 3, a tentative plan was approved by the Planning 
Board. 


This development would necessitate a costly trunk sewer 
-and a conference was held with the Selectmen to discuss the 
general principles involved. The Selectmen suggested that all 
such plans be discussed with them in joint sessions before the 
approval was actually given by the Planning Board. This, 
the Board has agreed to do. It also developed at this meeting 
that the standards of the Engineering Department for locat- 
ing public utilities in a single trench in new streets were not 
entirely in keeping with the practices of the Telephone and 
Electric Light Companies. A joint conference of all these 
interests was therefore called and as a result it is hoped that 
in most new developments this practice will be followed by all 
concerned. While the putting of wires underground is slightly 
more expensive in most new developments, it is a much safer 
practice and it also reduces the cost of maintenance and the 
danger of temporary breakdown of the service. 


Joint Planning Board Meetings... In the spring the Board 
arranged two joint meetings, one with the Boston Planning 
Board, and one with the Newton and Needham Planning 
Boards. At these meetings many matters having to do with 
conditions on the border lines, such as extensions and widen- 
ing of streets, through ways, and drainage problems, were dis- 
cussed so that the municipalities involved would be prepared 
to take joint action when the proper time comes. 


Convalescent Homes, Fraternity House, etc. Early in the 
year the Selectmen requested the Board to study the trends 
with respect to the licensing of convalescent homes, dormi- 
tories, clubs, fraternity houses, nursery schools and lodging 
houses, with a view to the making of recommendations to the 
Selectmen relative to any proposed necessary changes in the 
Zoning Law. The problem was first submitted to the State 
Planning Board and later to Mr. Arthur C. Comey, who has 
done most of the zoning work in Brookline. Asa result the 
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Board made a report to the Selectmen, including the follow- 
ing suggestions: 


That fraternity houses, dormitories and other purposes 
which are not particular industries, trades, manufacturing 
or commercial purposes, be classed with hotels, lodging or - 
boarding houses and establishments for the care of sick, 
convalescent or crippled persons, and made subject to a 
public hearing by the Selectmen. 


Also that they all be excluded from the 3D or two- 
family zones in the future. 


The Selectmen approved this change and it is to be considered 
at the Annual Town Meeting. 


Unaccepted Streets. There are a number of such streets in 
town and they are mostly in a bad condition. The Board tried 
unsuccessfully to have the owners of Cushing Road petition 
to have the road constructed as a public street under the 
betterment plan.. The road at present is a disgrace to the town, 
with a rough surface and is lacking proper fire protection and 
utilities. The Board will continue its efforts to have it laid 
out and constructed. 


The Fire, Police and Health Departments called our atten- 
tion to unsatisfactory conditions on Still Street, where cars 
are parked that greatly interfere with the use of fire apparatus 
there, and where drainage conditions are bad. This being an 
unaccepted street, the town cannot have corrections made un- 
less it is built as a public way. A hearing was called to ap- 
prove the street and the Selectmen have been asked to con- 
sider its construction as a public way. 

On petition of the owner, Mr. W. B. Cohen, a hearing was 
called to consider the abandonment of Clarendon Road, which 
has been laid out but never built. As a result the Board de- 
cided that they would recommend its abandonment provided 
the owner gives assurance that: 


1. He would transfer to J. M. Lerman a strip of land along 
his street front which is now shown as part of Clarendon 
Road 


2. That he would establish a private restriction in deeds for 
three lots, setting back future buildings, as shown on the 
plan which is on file 

3. That Mr. W. B. Cohen pay the cost of acini curbstone, 
tree lawns and sidewalk along the Arlington Road front- 
age within the limits of the Clarendon Road intersection. 


Parking. The problem of Parking at Coolidge Corner was 
studied and a report issued recommending the purchase of two 
parking lots nearby and a change in the method of checking 
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up on cars that are parked overtime on the streets. We be- 
lieve the time has come where off-street parking lots must be 
provided in certain parts of the town, Coolidge Corner being 
the most important. 


State Legislation. This Board is advocating legislation that 
would allow placing a time limit on non-conforming uses in all 
zones throughout the state as is now allowed in Boston by a 
special act. This was referred to in our report of last year. 


We are cooperating with the Massachusetts Civic League 
for better control of billboards by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works. There are several illegal signs in this 
territory and most of the roof signs in town do not conform 
with our building laws. 


Plans. We have cooperated with the Engineering Depart- 
ment in the preparation of a number of studies and plans in- 
cluding improvements in Boylston Street, improvements in 
Brookline Village, several locations for a new incinerator, de- 
velopment of Boylston Street Reservoir area, improvements in 
Cottage Street, Chestnut Street and Coolidge Corner. 


Reports 


A report was made on the proposed Playground on Walnut 
Street, pointing out certain disadvantages of the site as a 
school playground. 


School Population. In April another report was made on 
School Population, making comparisons with the conditions a 
year ago. 


Two tables were prepared, the first showing a comparative 
list of students in the 11 school districts. The total number 
was 7,304 this year as against 7,642 in 1943, a loss of 338. 


A second table shows the number of students by age groups:

Vacant Stores. In October, with the aid of the Engineering 
Department, the Board made a survey of vacant stores in 
town. This showed that there was a total of 778 stores as 
against 787 last year. There were 65 vacant stores as com- 
pared with 117 in 1943. 


We would again call attention to the excellent cooperation 
existing between this Board and the Engineering Department, 
without which many of our projects could not readily be carried 
out. 
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We respectfully ask for the following budget, which is the 
same as last year, except the addition of $200 for Long-Range 
Planning, and $200 for the Secretary and Engineer for over- 
time work.

This is the second consecutive year that we have been un- 
able to obtain additional needed help from the Welfare De- 
partment. The continued services of the personnel as Agents 
for the O.P.A. and W.P.B. have augmented the work but 
afforded additional protection to our citizens through the 
correction of fraudulent and careless practices, violations of 
ceiling prices, illegal substitution of inferior products, adjust- 
ments and prevention of losses to consumers through the use

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of inferior cartons and packages. In addition, there has 
been an increase in the use of vehicle fuel tanks, (which re- 
quire not less than 4-hours to measure and calibrate for seal- 
ing) while the scarcity of labor has brought about a more 
general use of more intricate labor-saving weighing and 
measuring devices, which require more of the Sealer’s time 
because of the necessity of frequent inspection and adjustment. 
The detailed work of testing and sealing has for years been 
the responsibility of Mr. William F. Coughlin, Deputy Sealer, 
and as he has duties in other divisions of service he has been 
obliged to give much additional time without extra compensa- 
tion, especially in the early morning hours. His diligence 
and dependability have been major factors in effecting maxi- 
mum savings to the purchasing public. Upon the Sealer’s 
imminent retirement it is hoped that Mr. Coughlin will be 
accorded every possible consideration in order that his good 
work may be continued. 


Sealing. In clarification of the term ‘‘Not Sealed” used 
in the sealing tabulations; a tag is affixed by seal to faulty 
weighing and measuring devices which cannot be corrected by 
adjustments but could be repaired by the manufacturer, also 
those beyond repair but with considerable value as junk. 
The tag apprises the public that the device cannot be used 
and this tag can be removed only by the Sealer after the de- 
vice has been either repaired or broken up for junk. Eighty- 
three of the 86 devices so tagged were for measuring gasoline, 
oil and grease. This procedure resulted in substantial sav- 
ings to the public for when such devices are found inaccurate 
the loss usually falls on the consumer. This also applies 
generally to the 107 devices which could not be adjusted and 
consequently were permanently condemned. There were 
only 10 of the old type gasoline pumps and as it was impossible 
to make these accurate they were put out of use and tagged 
as ‘‘Not Sealed.”” There was a considerable increase in the 
number of vehicle tanks which require the services of 2 men 
not less than 4 hours to test and calibrate. The 421 weighing 
and measuring devices tabulated as adjusted cover only the 
number of devices and not the number of adjustments, as 
certain of the newer types require frequent attention. Be- 
cause of war conditions replacements and parts have been 
unobtainable, therefore it has been necessary to condemn 
some weighing and measuring devices that otherwise could 
have been corrected, including 6 taximeters, the supervision 
of vehicles for hire being an important function of the depart- 
ment in protecting the public. 


Reweighings. The verification of weight, measure and 
count of packaged commodities and those put up by retailers 
has prevented substantial losses to consumers and tends to 
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eliminate carelessness and promote justice in commercial 
transactions. Although over 1,000 more determinations 
were made than in previous years a substantial decrease is 
noted in the number showing deficiency while nearly twice.as 
many (873) were in excess favorable to consumers. Most 
of the discrepancies were found in commodities packaged by 
manufacturers. Those originating outside the State were 
promptly corrected upon notification because of the strin- 
gent inter-state commerce regulations, while those packaged 
within the State required more persistent efforts to effect 
correction and in several cases, where a warning was not 
effective, the matter was referred to the State Director of 
Standards. In this connection, State Inspector James Daw- 
son and Deputy Sealer William Coughlin recently collaborated 
and prosecuted for repeated short weight on packaged butter. 
A verdict of guilty was rendered: with sentence deferred, 
pending further investigation. It will be noted from .the 
tabulations that the most frequent discrepancies were in 
staples classified as ‘‘necessities of life,’’ such as bread, butter, 
beans, potatoes and some types of commonly used dry com- 
modities, all of which were more frequently verified. Re- 
medial action was taken to insure full weight of coal in 25 Ib. 
bags. Of the 3 loads of coal found short in weight the dis- 
crepancy was only 15 Ibs. on each 2 ton load while all the 
other loads reweighed were in excess, ranging from 20 Ibs. 
on a 4 ton load to 30 lbs. on a 1,200 Ibs. delivery. 


Inspections and Tesis, Thé inspections and tests covered 
the ‘correction of insufficiently filled liquid containers, berry 
baskets and fuel bags, improperly adjusted or worn out filling, 
measuring; counting. and: carton cutting machines, mislabel- 


ing of. bread and other food and the disapproval of under- 


sized cartons. In addition, the inspections covered the ad- 


justment or condemnation of defective scales used by peddlers, 


enforcements of the peddlers’ license law, delivery of coal 


without a certificate of weight, enforcement of laws govern- — 


ing marking of net weight on food packages and elimination 
of the sale of inaccurate clinical thermometers by condemning 
and returning them to the manufacturers. The latter is an 
important phase of inspection work for when it was first 
started-many thermometers were found to be ‘so inaccurate 
as to mislead physicians when the temperature of the patient 
was a factor in diagnosis, but now only an occasional inaccu- 
racy, requiring condemnation, is found. 


Peddlers. Remedial action was taken in the cases of 5 


peddlers and itinerant vendors operating in Brookline. As 
they promptly obtained licenses no prosecution was made. 
A complaint has been pending in the Court for some time 
against a wood peddler for flagrant violation of the law; as 


“A 
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the defendant is wanted in several municipalities for’ a like 
offense and as he had served sentence for similar violations 
it is doubtful if he will be apprehended. However, the dili- 
gent search for him by the police has stimulated wood dealers 
in general to use care in their measurements and selection of 
employees. 


Miscellaneous. While the usual additional store inspec- 
tions were made to detect faulty packages and instruct clerks 
accordingly the larger number of those tabulated and the 11 
investigations were in connection with complaints and vio- 
lations under O.P.A. and W.P.B. assignment and reports 
were made to the proper officials. 


Measurer of Wood and Bark. Considering the increased 
amount of wood used it was unusual that there were no re- 
quests for official measurements of wood or other commodities 
applicable under this title. However, cubical measurements 
were made to ascertain the sufficiency of commodities offered 
for sale. | 


Report of the Fuel Purchasing Agent 


After making a survey. as to agreements and contracts 
made by other municipalities for oil and coal it was found 
that satisfactory quality and lower prices could be obtained 
under a sales agreement with responsible dealers. Upon 
discussing the prices with your Administrative Agent it was 
deemed advisable to accept the terms offered for both oil and 
coal under sales agreement, which has proven very satis- 
factory.

Heavy Fuel Oil. The quality of oil indicated in Table I, 
while considerably higher in Baumé gravity than the speci- 
fied standard, nevertheless was desirably high in heating value, 
averaging over 40,900 B.T.U.’s per gallon in excess of the 
specified standard. As the analyses of deliveries were con- 
sistent with the average analysis the oil was of excellent 
quality. 

Light Fuel Oil. This oil cannot be classed as satisfactory. 
Both the Baumé gravity and the B.T.U.’s showed a wide 
variation from the specified standard. On an average basis 
it contained 750 B.T.U.’s below the standard with a variation 
from 1,500 above to 200 below. In justice to the dealer Govern- 
ment restrictions and limitations on transportation of light 
oil make it impossible for dealers to make any selection but 
must accept allotments regardless of quality.

Bituminous. None of the deliveries contained ash in excess 
of the standard, the average being 2.25 per cent less than the 
specification. The deliveries also were high in heating value, 
the B.T.U.’s averaging over 100 more than the required stand- 
ard. The dealer was able to furnish coal of either a high or 
low volatile content as best suited to the type of boiler. 


It is perhaps natural when the custodian of a building has 
difficulty in heating it to assign the cause to poor coal, when, 
in fact, the trouble is due to some other cause. In such cases 
both preliminary and complete analyses have been made and 
in each instance the coal has been found to be of unusually 
good quality. 


Anthracite. The egg coal supplied under a continued sales 
agreement varied in heating value considerably above and 
below the specified standard, the per cent of ash ranging from 
9.60 in the major portion of deliveries to 12.80 in but a few 
deliveries. The scarcity of anthracite coal made it necessary 
during the first months of the year to substitute sized bitumi- 
nous for some of the buildings. The dealer who had the 
agreement to supply the bituminous coal co-operated by furn- 
ishing egg coal at an acceptable price to cover emergencies; 
preliminary analysis showed such coal to be of satisfactory 
quality. Attention has been given to such other phases as 
would insure satisfactory and economical fuel supplies for the 
town. 


In conclusion, from the experience and records of muni- 
cipal and other fuel purchasing agents, which are substan- 
tiated by our own experience, it is definitely recognized that 
wholesalers, mine and refinery agencies invariably furnish 
the better grades of fuel to local distributors who have pre- 
mium and penalty contracts with municipalities and other 
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large consumers. It is recommended that the modern type 
of fuel contracts be used as soon as conditions in the fuel 
supply become more normal. This applies especially to 
bituminous coal wherein excessive volatile matter and slack 
should be penalized because such excess results in a major 
loss of heat for which no compensating adjustment is pro- 
vided in our own and other older forms of contracts. Our 
specifications and contract form for oil could well be revised 
to provide more equable quality standards advantageous to 
both seller and purchaser. 


In recent studies of various forms of contracts and pro- 
cedures used by other municipalities those which appear most 
suitable for adoption are preserved for consideration by the 
person who takes over the work upon my retirement.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Recreation Commission herewith pre- 
sents its third annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1944, . 


We feel that an important step forward for recreation in 
Brookline was taken this year when the long-range plan and 
study of the National Recreation Association was prepared. 


Late in the fall of 1943 the Park Commissioners and the - 
Recreation Commission jointly engaged the National Recrea- 
tion Association to make a study of recreation in Brookline. 
This nationally known body of impartial experts presented 
their report in July, covering existing facilities, a twenty-five 
year program of growth and improvement, and suggestions 
for better administration. 


We have voted to combine, as soon as feasible, the existing 
two commissions into one, Park and Recreation Commission, 
with full responsibility for the Recreation program. In the 
meantime the two commissions are meeting jointly and 
jointly making all recommendations. 


Several public meetings have been held to discuss the 
National Recreation Association’s réport and an Advisory 
Committee is in the process of being formed to include all ele- 
ments in the town interested in recreation.

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EIGHT Y-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BROOKLINE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees when they first met after the Annual Town 
Meeting elected officers and committee members and made 
the annual appointments to the staff, as indicated on the 
opposite page. When the Board learned that Mr. Frederick 
Foster felt compelled to decline renomination for Secretary, 
it resolved to record upon the record of the Board its appre- 
ciation of his devoted service as Secretary of the Board. 


Reference was made in the last Annual Report to the 
activity of the parents and teachers within the Edith C. 
Baker School District and to the Arthur W. Murphy Memorial 
Library that has been established in that school. The com- 
munity has continued to contribute financially to this Library 
administered by the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library. 
So well has this been established and maintained that it has 
been visited, not only by professional librarians, but by 
foreign visitors to the United States studying public libraries 
and types of adult education. The Library has thereby re- | 
ceived most favorable comment. The progress made by the 
Murphy Memorial Library has stimulated the interest of other 
communities within our town toward school library effort. 
Undoubtedly the increase in the demands of the Children’s 
Library is related to this movement. 


During the past year the Board appointed a committee 
composed of Dr. Reginald Fitz as Chairman, with Messrs. 
Charles D. Maginnis and Arthur L. Endicott, together with 
the Chairman as other members, to meet with the Postwar 
Planning Committee of the town. The map of Brookline and 
population centers were studied in developing a plan for book 
stations and branches of the Public Library in years to come. 


The Board is pleased to report its sympathy in the plan by 
which the present Bwiding Committee apparently plans to 
renovate each Town Building as completely as possible. Dur- 
ing the past year the Library has had its ventilation system 
repaired and other needed repairs made. It asks now that 
the outside, which has been neglected for so many years, be 
painted and certain doors replaced, besides having the inside 
painting renewed and alterations made in the Assembly Hall. 
In the latter need, the Postwar Planning Committee expresses 
sympathy and approval. 


Mention was made last year of the gift made by the Yale 
University Press. This gift of more than 300 carefully selected 
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volumes of its imprints was so unique that the Trustees deter- 
mined to place them on exhibit for a limited period of time, 
not only to stimulate public interest on the part of Brookline 
citizens in the gift, but also in the work of their Library. As 
noted in the press, this exhibit was placed in the main room 
of the Library through which everyone entering the building 
must pass. 


To add liveliness and interest a portrait of Dr. Cushing was 
secured through the gracious loan on the part of the Trustees 
of the Brigham Hospital. The Trustees adopted and sent to 
the Yale University Press the following resolutions relating 
to the Harvey Williams Cushing memorial gift: 


WHEREAS, The Public Library of Brookline is a recipi- 
ent of more than three hundred carefully selected volumes 
published by the Yale University Press, together with a 
quantity of bookplates designed by Mr. Carl Purington 
Rollings, printer to the University, given through Yale 
University in memory of Harvey Williams Cushing, of 
the class of 1891, Yale College; and 


WHEREAS, These publications will prove both a useful 
and most appropriate memorial to an eminent Trustee 
of the Public Library; therefore, be it 


RESOLVED, That the Board of Trustees of the Public 
Library of Brookline accepts with deep gratitude this 
generous gift, and expresses its sincere appreciation of the 
value of the collection; and be it further 


RESOLVED, That a copy of these resolutions be trans- 
mitted to Yale University, with the request that this ex- 
pression of gratitude be forwarded to the donors for this 
most appreciated gift. 


A new use of Gardner Hall of the main building has been 
planned and is being put into effect; it will permit the use of 
this attractive hall for an Art and Music Library.

Reading Interests in 1944 


The adult reading interests of the Public Library of Brook- 
line are in striking agreement with those of the nation, as re- 
vealed in a statement just released by the American Library 
Association. The average American wanted to read about 
his own personal problems first, and about the war and the 
state of the world second. The general interest in religion and 
human relations took precedent over an interest in technical 
reading. On the whole, more people were reading from the 
Public*Library in 1944 than in other war years. This last 
year shows an increase of 31,081 volumes circulated, a gain 
of approximately eleven percent. A high percentage (47%) 
of books drawn for home use were books of philosophy and 
religion, sociology, history and travel, biography and literature. 

“Increased reading is due to many factors. Population 
shifts are beginning to settle. The layoff in several industries 
has begun. Men and women who devoted time to civilian de- 
fense and volunteer war work are now able to fit these activi- 
ties into the routine of their daily lives without the sacrifice 
of other interests. People who were at first too distracted by 
war to read are now finding in war an incentive to read. 
Mothers with husbands away from home are reading to their 
children because both are lonely. Relatives of men in service 
are reading about strange lands where our forces are stationed. 
High school boys have realized that education counts in the 
armed services, and are reading to prepare themselves for 
rapid promotion. The war is responsible for interests in new 
world markets, social services, foreign languages, politics as 
well as in new ways to fix the refrigerator and entertain the 


baby.”’ 
Drawing in New Readers 


The head of the Circulation Department has this to say — 
“while the number of\adult borrowers registered during the 
last year was 307 more than those registered in 1943, our 
total number of adult borrowers for the current two-year 
registration period is 1,102 less than for the corresponding 
period ending last year. Although many new, and temporary, 
residents have received library cards, their number does not 
compensate for the large number of potential library patrons 
now in the armed forces. The Children’s Department also 
reports a gain in their registration, making a net gain of 48 
in that department through their current three-year registra- 
tion period. With the number of registered borrowers now 
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totaling 12,692, over twenty-five percent of the population 
served, our circulation per borrower averages over 25 volumes 
annually. 


‘‘As in other years, Meliecrione of books have been main- 
tained at two fire stations, and the regular sending of books 
to shut-ins has been continued. Under the inter-library loan 
- privilege we have borrowed 51 books from other libraries for 
the use of our patrons, and have sent generously to libraries 
. throughout the state which had need of material which we 
could supply. 


“During the last year there has been no major change in 
the personnel or routines of the Circulation Department. 
However, changes which have been made in the arrangement 
of material at the Main Library, and plans proposed for the 
future, may necessitate certain adjustments, and at the 
‘same time stimulate an increased use of all library facilities. 
To this end the Circulation Department hopefully looks for- 
ward in the coming year.’’ It is obvious with only twenty- 
five percent of the population registered as users of the library, 
the need for 1945 is to set up a program for getting acquainted 
‘personally with more people, for being a “‘good neighbor,” 
knowing people by name, for the staff to take a more active 
part in community affairs so as to make people feel better 
acquainted with the library and more friendly to it. With 
the help of inside and outside counsel, we need to consider 
how the library can be given a definite personality: through 
policies, definitely established and well publicized, through re- 
designed layout and routines, and through special features 
and exhibits. 


Where to Find the Answer 


Material on an increasing number of questions involving 
world problems, the war, and current issues was found during 
1944 by the Reference staff. Especially noticeable was the 
use of the extensive pamphlet file and indexes to current 
magazines. Besides the monthly bulletin of new books, lists 
on special subjects such as Russia'in Fiction, War Stories, and 
Planning the Postwar World were issued. Upon request, bib- 
liographies were compiled to serve the need of any library 
patron. 


The Supervisor of Adult Services has at) ‘comment to 
make — ‘‘as in the past, however, the principal users of the 
Reference Room are students whose demands, for the most 
part, are of fact-finding nature and do not involve extensive 
use of available research material. An urgent need is felt by 
the Reference staff to acquaint the adult, non-student popu- 
lation of Brookline with the reference facilities of the library.” 
This, as you see, gives added emphasis to the need of solving 
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the knotty problem of how to inform the adults in Brookline 
of the library’s resources. 


New Books and New Methods 


The routine for the selection of books has been changed so 
that all members of the professional staff have definite respon- 
sibility in specified subject fields for the selection of the books 
to be added to the library’s collection. The Librarian and a 
staff committee, representative of the various library services, 
- meet each week to decide the final purchases. The Librarian, 
of course, continues to assume the responsibility for authoriz- 
ing the purchase. | 


“The year 1944 has been one of constant growth and new 
responsibilities in the Catalog Department which, with the 
Order Department, is now situated in its new and attractive 
quarters in the East Basement. This grouping forms a de- 
partment of technical processes which should make for more 
efficiency since it prevents duplication of various routines and 
eliminates shifting of volumes from one department to an- 
other. Books are ordered, received, punched, classified, shelf- 
listed, catalogued and prepared for binding in one spacious 
room. 


‘During the summer months the department, with the help 
of the school librarians, commenced the cataloguing of the 
Murphy Library, which has been in existence since 1941 and 
is housed in the Baker School. 1,359 volumes were catalogued 
and made ready for the opening of school. The school ex- 
pects to have a basic collection of 3,000 volumes, which will 
be catalogued as soon as possible. 


“Subject and author authority lists have been partially 
completed and will serve as standard files for all the school 
libraries. 


“Miss Livingston has been placed in charge of the process- 
ing of books for the school libraries in addition to her work 
with the juvenile collections, which she has successfully 
brought up to date. A new library has been formed at the 
Driscoll School, the books for which have been shelflisted but 
not as yet catalogued.\ Plans have been made to start a li- 
brary at the Runkle School also, which will require further 
service from this department. 

“The head cataloguer, Miss Walden, completed last June 
the required work for her B.S. degree in Library Science with 
a major in cataloguing. She is very grateful for the oppor-: 
tunity given her for this professional advancement.”’ 


Tomorrow We Will Sing 


“The year ends with all positions filled on the Children’s 
Department staff. 
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“It is most gratifying that the Librarian was able to find 
such capable young women to fill the vacancies which have 
existed for nearly three years. 


“Now that the glamor of the warhas worn thin for boys and 
girls they are again returning to a more normal reading life. 
With a complete staff the road ahead is clear and individual 
guidance possible, and again the library will take its place in 
the community. 


‘‘Never have we had such a professionally well trained staff. 
Miss Elizabeth Miller, Children’s Librarian of the Coolidge 
Corner Branch, comes to us after graduating from Pratt Li- 
brary School and several years of experience both in the 
Springfield City Library and New York Public Library. Her 
assistant, Miss Elizabeth Dasey, is a graduate of the Library 
School of Simmons College, and formerly a member of the 
Brooklyn Public Library. 


“At the main library Mrs. Mildred Goble has already made | 
a place for herself in the hearts of the public as well as the 
staff. After graduation from Syracuse Library School, she 
was a school librarian in Pennsylvania. 


“Of the total 80,597 books issued, 41,741 books (gain 2,934) 
were circulated from the main library’s Children’s Depart- 
ment. The total increase in the number of books circulated 
in the children’s service was 30,000. Perhaps no year has 
ever shown a greater change in reading interest. From books 
about the war in its many phases in the early months to the 
year ending with interest on not only Christmas stories and 


current affairs, but recent trends on occupations and family 
life. . 


“The issue of two books was found inadequate. Starting 
January, 1944, four books were issued to each borrower. 
Magazines were changed from the period of seven-day issue 
to fourteen days. 


‘During the summer months the Children’s Librarian at the 
main library was able to complete a manual of service for the 
Department. The full juvenile staff is to study this for the 
possible changes necessary to meet the modern trends. 


“A committee of the children’s staff was appointed to study 
revision of cataloguing for the Children’s Department. 


‘Regularly the Children’s Librarians meet once a month to 
study problems and book stock. 


“The Department is very fortunate that Mrs. Phebe Ton- 
seth, the Branch Librarian at Chestnut Hill, is an authority 
on children’s books, having been the librarian and instructor 
of children’s literature at the Wheelock School. Already her 
contribution to the Department has been of inestimable worth. 
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“Even during the month of limited staff, story hours and 
book talks to classes from the schools were regularly main- 
tained. Since September, Mrs. Goble has shared in this, and 
the Department’s outlook for 1945 is very promising. 


‘‘Perhaps the greatest innovation of recent years, and one in 
which the children are taking part, is the self-charging sys- 
tem which we started on December 19, as well as stamping 
all books the date due. 


“With the steady gain in circulation since August, a com- 
plete staff and an ever eager public, the Department looks 
forward to 1945 as a year of great promise.”

Library Service for School Children 


Already the urgency of individual demands and requesis 
for further services seem to indicate that the development 
of this Department cannot wait for a postwar period. For 
the first time since 1942, the home circulation of books from 
the classroom shows a gain. To be sure, included is the first 
full year of the public library administered Baker School 
Library, with its circulation of 8,514, but the gain is appre- 
ciable, showing a decided upward swing, and again urgency 
for more and fuller co-operation with the schools. There has 
been so much growth and change in this Department that a 
separate report, including its history, will be made in June, 
1945.

The Board of Public Welfare respectfully submits its report 
for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


As a consequence of the stimulation of war employment, 
payments for general relief were somewhat less but it appears 
that the extension of the Old Age Assistance program will 
reflect considerable increase in that appropriation. The 
budgets for Old Age recipients have been increased by the 
state to meet the increased cost of living expense.

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WELFARE AGENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


January 2, 1945. 
To the Board of Public Welfare: 


Gentlemen: — As Agent of the Board of Public Welfare, I 


submit the following report es the year’ending December 31, 


1944. 


The defense work and private employment nae again cut 
the case loads of all three divisions of assistance, that is — 
General Relief, Aid to Dependent Children and Old Age 
Assistance. The 912 cases of January 1, 1944, have been re- 
duced to 897 on January 1, 1945, a reduction of 15 cases. 


The expenditure for the Department in 1944 is $389,816.11 
as against $389,363.29 in 1943 — an increase of $452.82 from 
the previous year. This increase will be found in Old Age 
Assistance. 


We again wish to thank the Boston Branch of the Needle- 
work Guild of America for the warm sweaters and baby 
clothes sent to this Department. We also thank the Brookline 
Friendly Society’and the St. Vincent de Paul Society for their 
cooperation. 


General Relief

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 15, 1945. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year ended December 31, 1944. 


There were 914 alarms in Brookline during the year, 25 less 
than in the preceding year. Of the 914 alarms 289 were bell 
alarms and 625 were still alarms. There were 8 second alarms. 
Besides responding to the foregoing alarms, our Department 
answered 39 Boston and 3 Newton alarms. The excellent co- 
operation between the Brookline Fire Department and those 
of our neighboring municipalities is of great mutual value. 
The total fire loss was $78,107.55, an increase of only $674.80 
over the fire loss in 1943. For two consecutive years we have 
suffered insignificant losses, in the light of the high value of 
Brookline buildings and contents. Such minor losses are 
largely a matter of good fortune. On the other hand, they do 
reflect the results of our fire prevention methods, the fine 
quality of our personnel and equipment, and close following of 
the maxim, “‘Get to the fire quick and hit it hard.” 


On June 26 there was delivered the second of the two 
1500-gallon-per-minute pumping engines authorized at. the 
Town Meeting in March, 1942. \

One resignation occurred, that of Private Francis J. O’Day. 
He was appointed April ve: 1930, and resigned voluntarily, 
and while in good standing, January 13, 1944. 


Two members of the Department died during the year. 


They were Private John J. Magennity, appointed April 6, 
1918, who died on April 15, 1944, and Call Man Dennis 
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Meehan, appointed April, 1893, who died on July 19, 1944. 
Mr. Mechan was the last of the call men in the Department, 
and had served for over 51 years. 

Six privates are still on leave in the military service. 

Due to deaths, resignations, pensions, and absence in the 
military service, our Department has 22 less personnel than 
when it was at its all-time peak of 141, including the Com- 
missioner and Chief of Department. No new appointments 
to the Department were made in 1944. 

There was appropriated in 1944 for the Fire Départaent 
the sum of $353,042, and. for the Wire Division of the Fire 
Department the sum ‘of $9,407. From the first appropriation, 
the sum of $330,365.75 was expended, and from the second 
appropriation, $7,389.60 was expended, leaving a total unex- 
pended balance turned back to the town of $24,693.65. This 
compares with a balance of $20,215.92 turned back in the 
previous year. It is only fair to say that a substantial part of 
these savings is due to the decrease in the number of the per- 
sonnel of the Department.

Gentlemen: — The Building Commission respectfully sub- 
mits its annual report for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen the Commission 
conducted a comprehensive survey of the physical condition 
of all municipal buildings, with the exception of school build- 
ings, and reported to your Board with its recommendations 
thereto. 


A number of the items recommended have been carried out 
and others are programed for 1945. 


The contract for alterations in Police Station and Town 
Hall including quarters for offices and hearing room for the 
Board of Selectmen which were started in 1943 were com- 
pleted early in 1944. 


Alterations to Fire Station 5, Devotion Street, whereby 
overhead doors were provided, were carried out during the 
past year and the installation is proving satisfactory. 


The Fire Department brought to the attention of the Com- 
mission for study the problem involving the adequacy of the 
doors at Fire Station 7 in relation to egress provided for the 
ladder truck which is housed therein. 


The Commission recommended the installation of a new 
C. I. Heating Boiler for Fire Station 1. This has been in- 
stalled and is giving satisfactory performance.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


January 11, 1945. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: —1 submit herewith the fifty-fifth abit re- 
port of the Building Department a the year ending De- 
cember 13, 1944. 


While the regulatory provisions of War Production Board 
orders continues to greatly limit the nature and degree of 
building operations which are permitted there has been an 
increase in the volume of work for 1944 over that for 1943. 
Prognostications current in the building industry indicate a 
further lessening of the restrictive policy which has obtained 
in the release of critical materials which would enable many 
long deferred operations to be undertaken. 


The commissioner desires to express his deep regret at the 
untimely death of Charles A. Levis, Inspector of Gasfitting 
in the department for a number of years, which occurred on 
August 12, 1944. His faithful service and congenial and co- 
operative personality had endeared him to his associates 
among whom his loss is keenly felt. 


The services of the several inspectors and the commissioner 
have been largely devoted to the great volume of investiga- 
tions required as a consequence of the continuation of the 
work of the Committee to Investigate Health and Safety Con- 
ditions in and About Buildings and to the correction or elim- 
ination of conditions disclosed by the initial inspections when 
same were found to be within the jurisdiction of the Building 
Department. 


The department personnel has inspected all locations for 
which licenses are required to operate garages, filling stations, 
lodging houses, convalescent homes, boarding homes for aged, 
nurseries, and fraternity houses. 


In cooperation with the Massachusetts Depareneat of 
Public Safety numerous inspections have been made of hospi- 
tals and other domiciliary institutions within the town and 
recommendations relative thereto have been forwarded to the 
responsible owners or agents for remedial action required. 


Recommendations have been submitted to the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Safety covering proposed amend- 
ments to the elevator regulations which are recommended for 
adoption by the Board of Elevator Regulations and which we 
_believe should be adopted for increased safety in the use and 
operation of power passenger elevators. 
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In collaboration with the Town Counsel and the Planning 
Board efforts are being made to give a greater degree of home 
rule to municipalities in the regulation of outdoor advertising, 
particularly billboards, over which the State Department of 
Public Works appears to assume superior jurisdiction, said 
agency having granted permits for erection of signs at several 
locations which had been disapproved by the Board of Select- 
men and the State advised of such action by the Board.

All hot water tanks and heaters subject to Chapter 518 
Acts of 1941 were duly inspected and made to comply with 
the laws. 


Inspections of plumbing for which permits were granted 
amounted to 689. 


All complaints received from the Committee to Investigate 
Health and Safety Conditions in and About Buildings were 
duly investigated and where possible, corrections were made. 


A total of 498 inspections was made and in all instances 
owners were advised how to correct conditions complained of. 
Owing to the shortage of labor and material it was impossible 
to make permanent alterations in all cases but temporary re- 
pairs are being made awaiting the release of materials by the 
government. 


Maintenance of plumbing, heating and ventilation equip- 
ment in our public buildings has been supervised and a total 
of 413 calls made by this inspector on such work.

Defective conditions brought to my attention have been 
corrected through the cooperation of property owners and 
electricians. One man was prosecuted in the Brookline Dis- 
trict Court and fined ten dollars for performing electrical 
work in Brookline without a license. 


War Production Board regulations continues to limit the 
supply of copper and other materials used in the electrical 
trade. This department has continued to assist in the con- 
servation of critical materials by accepting substitute ma- 
terials which have met the tests of the Underwriters Labora- 
tories and have been accepted generally in the industry. 


In the month of October, 1944, the Federal agencies relaxed 
their orders regarding oil burners and a large number of 
burners, which had been removed previously to conserve fuel, 
were reinstalled together with a number of new installations. 


During the year 1944, the Committee to Investigate Health 
and Safety Conditions in and About Buildings has referred 
303 instances needing correction to the electric installation. 
These corrections have been made. 


The large number of fluorescent lamps installed during the 
past year, notwithstanding the severe government resfrictions, 
is due to the fact that the Raytheon Manufacturing Company 
have occupied two buildings formerly used as public garages 
and have made a complete installation of fluorescent lighting 
in each since vital war materials are processed there. 
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It is of passing interest to note that one installation of so- 
called ‘‘cold cathode lighting’’ was installed in 1944. I believe 
that this new form of lighting will be used extensively in the 
postwar period. 


The undersigned has continued to act as the Agent of the 
Board of Selectmen as licensee for the two-way radio com- 
munication system of the Brookline Committee on Public 
Safety. During the hurricane of September, 1944, five radio 
cars were in service and were of some assistance in this 
' emergency. 


As ever | have rendered every assistance within my ability 
to every other department of the municipal government. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank my associates 
in the Building Department for their cooperation and assis- 
tance.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 115, General 
Laws, a municipality through its Veterans’ Affairs Agent, is | 
required to give aid to veterans who have served their coun- 
try during a war or insurrection, and who through no fault 
of their own become in needy circumstances. This aid is 
extended to his widow, children, eighteen years of age and 
under, and to his parents who also may be in need of assistance. 


A careful investigation has been made to determine the 
legal settlement and particular requirements of those needing 
financial help. 


In previous years my work has been on-a part-time basis; 
but it was necessary in July, 1944, to establish an independent 
department, to be known as ‘‘Veterans’ Affairs Department.”’ 
It is the policy of this office to assist the veteran in all matters 
pertaining to his welfare. 


Boys needing medical attention are hospitalized daily. 
Those whose education has been interrupted are counselled 
in their return to school, all are being advised to take ad- 
vantage of the G. I. Bill. 


All positions referred to this office are catalogued and boys 
are placed in work that is permanent and with a future. 


May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
for the generous co-operation extended to me during the 
year by your Board.

The Engineering Department’s activities are so diversified, 
covering design, testing, and construction, with its inspec- 
tional functions, that in rendering the required services to 
the various town departments, it is possible to mention in 
this report only the most important. Our staff, which has 
been greatly reduced, due to enlistments in the armed forces, 
has, through constant effort and production, with the effec- 
tive aid of new office machines, succeeded in maintaining all 
requested services.

In 
addition, every physically fit temporary assistant in the de- 
partment has entered the service of his country.

While war conditions and inability to obtain materials have 
curtailed and hampered new construction, a great amount of 
post-war planning, covering public needs, has been done 
during the year, together with necessary maintenance and 
reconstruction. 8 


Article XI, Section 1, of the Town By-laws, covering the 
Engineering Department, requires that all matters pertain- 
ing to engineering services or advice come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Town Engineer. These services and advice are 
available and have been rendered to all town departments 
and boards. The Department has been fortunate in having 
been able to retain its key engineering assistants. 


The various departments and boards for whom work has 
been done are herein classified : 


Services To: 


Town Planning. Planning for all purposes, social, eco- 
nomic and physical is a scientific and orderly advancement 
from cause to effect. The objective is an overall program for 
the development of all resources and needs. 


The Town Engineer is the Secretary and Engiteee of the 
Planning Board and the Engineering Department has en- 
deavored to assist and guide all departments, boards and 
commissions in formulating a co-ordinated program, envision- 
ing improvements for the town’s future growth, thereby elim- 
inating confusion and overlapping, and effecting economy. 


Traffic. As there will be an increasing tendency to throw 
off restraints and controls in automotive transportation as 
war restrictions now in effect are removed, studies are being 
made for the construction of highways that will not be out- 
moded in a decade, and thus Hee further expensive 

construction and alterations. ~ 
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The question of motor vehicle parking in congested busi- 
ness districts is being studied and, in this connection, studies 
have been made for municipally owned and controlled parking 
lots in the Brookline Village and Coolidge Corner business 
sections. 


Among the studies for which preliminary or construction 
plans have been made during the year are the following: 


Re-study of circulation at the junction of Harvard Street 
and Beacon Street. 


Study for bus stops and traffic islands at the junction of 
Boylston Street and Chestnut Hill Avenue. 


Study for locations of a proposed new Town Hall. 


Re-study for the alteration and widening of Chestnut 
Street, from Walnut Street to Kendall Street. 


Alteration and widening of Cottage Street. 


Alteration and widening of Boylston Street, from the 
Brookline—Boston line to Reservoir. Road. 


Study of five locations for proposed new incinerator. 


Study for the sub-division of the Cabot Estate on Heath 
Street. 


Study for Harvard Square alteration and widening. 


Studies for underpasses at the junctions of Boylston Street 
and Chestnut Hill Avenue, and Boylston Street and 
Cypress Street. 


Study for the extension of a Civic Center around Cypress 
Street Playground. 


Three studies for the development of the Boylston Street 
Reservoir as a recreation center. 


Study for extension of Searle Avenue. 


Post-War Home Expansion. A problem, arising from a 
_ post-war home shortage, must-be met in the near future. 
There will doubtless be a movement to modernize, remodel 
and convert large, single dwellings to multiple-family use. 
This would tend to cause deterioration of the district where 
these buildings are located and destroy a well-maintained 
neighborhood. 

Although a large house may cause an economic loss to an 
owner, it is not a sufficient reason for creating a hardship to 
others by the breaking down of single house zoning.

Master Plan. Work on a comprehensive Master Plan for 
the town is being carried on as rapidly as possible, and the 
following annual maps have been made: 


A land valuation map 
A building valuation map 
A land use map 


A property valuation atlas, showing the assessed value of 
each parcel of land and the buildings thereon 


A map on a scale of 400 feet to the inch was prepared, show- 
ing the location of all lodging houses and buildings, 
whose specific use requires that they be licensed by the 
proper authorities. This map shows the location of 
these buildings in relation to the zones as defined in the 
Zoning By-law. - 


The annual survey of vacant stores throughout the town, 
to determine whether there should be a further expansion of 
business zones, has been conducted and tabulated. 


The Town Engineer presented a paper devoted to ‘Urban 
Highway Traffic Planning’ before the Second New England 
Traffic Engineering Conference, held at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology on July 13-14. This paper was 
printed in the proceedings of the meeting. 


Post-War Planning. The Engineering Department has co- 
operated with the Post-War Planning Committee and esti- 
mates and plans have been prepared for all proposed projects. 


A planning conference, sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Federation of Planning Boards, held at Wellesley, Mass., on 
October 27-28, was attended by the Town Engineer. He is 
a member of the ‘Legislative Committee’’ of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Planning Boards. 


The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen appointed the 
Superintendent of Streets and the Town Engineer to make a 
study and report on an incinerator plant and in connection 
with this study, inspections were made of plants in the fol- 
lowing cities: New York City, Port Jervis, N. Y.; New Rochelle, 
N. Y.; Englewood, N. J.; Providence, R. I.; New Bedford, 
Mass.; Newton, Mass.; Cambridge, Mass., and Manchester, 
N. H. | 


Nattonal Defense. The Town Engineer is Chairman of 
the Planning and Technical Division of the Brookline Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, a member of the Planning and Tech- 
nical Division of the Massachusetts Committee, and Chair- 
man of Region 5 Air-Raid Shelter Technical Corps. 
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Members of the Department act as assistants during prac- 
tice incident tests at the Report Center. One such test was 
held within the year. 


During the hurricane, which occurred during the night of 
September 14, members of the Department co-operated with 
the Superintendent of Streets in maintaining emergency 
services. 


Three hundred and sixty (360) garden plots, containing 
about 1,500 square feet each, were laid out for the War 
Gardens Committee. These gardens were situated in seven. 
different locations throughout the town. Ptans of the vari- 
ous garden layouts are on file. Seven hundred sixty (760) 
garden notices and applications were printed for the Com- 
mittee. 


Sewers and Drains 


On June 19 a contract was awarded to B. F. Quimby & 
Son, Inc., for the construction of a sewer and surface water 
drain in an easement from Borland Street to Chatham Circle. 
The work consisted of laying about 340 linear feet of 10-inch 
akron pipe sewer and 345 linear feet of 12-inch akron pipe 
surface water drain, and encasing both in concrete. The 
contract was completed July 25. 


The undermining of the walls of the south branch of Village 
Brook channel, where it passes through the property at 17 
Milton Road, Sansed a settlement which necessitated immedi- 
ate repair. On October 11, a contract was awarded to M. E. 
Hennessy for this purpose. The work consisted of filling the 
eroded space under the wall with concrete, for a distance of 
about 25 linear feet. The contract was completed November 6. 


A section of the 8-inch sewer about 10 feet long in Littell 
Road was relaid and encased in concrete. The repair was 
made necessary by the infiltration of tree roots from roadside 
trees. The work was done by Egidio Filippone, licensed 
drain layer, and paid for from the Engineering Department 
appropriation for sewer construction. 


In connection with the alteration and widening of Beacon 
Street, south roadway between Charles Street and Harvard 
Street, the Highway Department built and connected two 
new catch basins. | 


There have been 527 inquiries regarding sewer assessments 
and reports submitted. 


Four (4) buildings were connected with the public sewers 
and seven (7) with the surface water drains. 
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Twenty-two (22) permits for house connections were issued 
to licensed drainlayers as follows:

Ten (10) of the above permits were for repair; five (5) for 
stoppages caused by tree roots, and five (5) for other causes. 


The recording sewer gauges have been in operation through- 
out the year, without any-major repairs being made. 

Approximately fifty (50) complaints from property owners, 
regarding drainage problems, have been investigated and re-: 
ports rendered. 


The reconstruction of the main sewer serving the low-level 
district, referred to in the annual reports of the Engineering 
Department for the years 1942 and 1943 is pending the final 
plans to be made by the State in the replanning of the Metro- 
politan Sewerage System. 


Streets | 


The southerly roadway of Beacon Street, between the Post 
Office Building and Charles Street, was widened during May 
of this year. This widening has greatly improved traffic con- 
ditions at this point. This Department planned the widen- 
ing and furnished engineering service for the project and the 
Highway Department carried out the construction. 


Twenty-two (22) lines and grades were given to private 
owners for the construction of steps, walks, drives, grading, 
walls, etc. 


Seven (7) stone bounds were set, locating changes in direc- 
tion of street lines. 


Highway Department 
Thirty-five (35) lines and grades were furnished for setting 
curbstone, thirteen (13) lines and grades for sidewalk con- 
struction, and seven (7) for other purposes. 


Seventeen (17) measurements of flush-coating on streets, 
and four (4) measurements of sidewalks were made during the 
year. 


Assessors Department 


Four (4) buildings were measured, their cubical contents 
computed, and one (1) large scale plan was made for use as 
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evidence in tax appeal cases. Nineteen (19) photographs were 
taken in connection with these cases. 

Six (6) new small buildings and thirty-five (35) alterations 
to existing buildings have been measured, located and placed 
upon the Assessors Plans and the first floor areas of these 
buildings as computed from field measurements furnished to 
the Assessors. 


Nine hundred eighty-three (983) real estate transfers were 
received from the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, noted 
upon the Assessors Plans and filed. 

Eight (8) changes in lot lines and areas were received from 
the Registry, plotted upon the Assessors Plans and filed. 

Tax tables were prepared for the year. 

Twenty-eight (28) bound and nine (9) unbound copies of 
the Annual Assessors Atlas were purchased and paid for by 
the Engineering Department and distributed as follows:

Three zoning maps of eight hundred feet to the inch scale, 
showing the precincts, were furnished to the Assessors De- 
partment. 

Building Department 

Only one (1) building was checked as to its location in rela- 
tion to street and lot lines, to determine whether it complied 
with the zoning regulations. 


Town Clerk 
Seventy-two (72) tally sheets were prepared for recording 
the vote in the four elections held during the year. 
The limits, inside of which political literature may not be 
distributed, were marked before each election at the twelve 
polling places throughout the town.

Honor Roll Committee 


Six hundred and eighty-one (681) names were lettered and 
added, during the year, to the Honor Roll of those serving in 
the Armed Forces. This Honor Roll is located on the Public 
Library Grounds on Washington Street and contains five 
thousand nine hundred and eighty-one (5,981) names at 
present. There are now eighty-nine (89) gold stars on the 
Honor Roll. 


Lighting facilities were installed this year to ilnininSte the 
boards at night. 


It will be necessary to construct a new board in the near 
future, since the capacity of the existing boards has been 
nearly reached. 


Park Department and Recreation Commission 


The report on the survey, made by the National Recreation 
Association, of playground facilities in Brookline, was re- 
ceived by the Park Department and Recreation Commission. 
During the conducting of the survey and the preparation of 
the report, the Engineering Department was in close collab- 
oration with the National Recreation Association and fur- 
nished numerous sketches and plans, together with much gen- 
eral information relating to the projects under consideration. 
The Recreation Commission requested this department to 
edit the report. This was done and the Department printed 
and bound 315 copies, and delivered them to the Park Com- 
mission for distribution. 


A four hundred feet (400’) to the inch scale key map, show- 
ing the location of all projects, recommended in the report, 
was prepared and estimates of cost and sketches made for 
each project. ae, 


Twenty-seven (27) projects were recommended in the re- 
port of the Association and all of these had previously been 
studied and plans made by the Engineering Department. 


A contract plan and specifications were prepared for the grad- 
ing of the Sewall School Playground. On July 7, a contract 
was awarded to M. E. Hennessy for this project. The work 
consisted of the construction of an asphalt. surface, loam 
borders, and a catch-basin and connection. This work was 
completed on September 5. The Engineering Department 
furnished supervision for the work and paid for the con- 
struction of the catch- basin and its connection with the 
public drain. 


A contract plan and specifications were prepared for the 
reconstruction of granolithic walks at the Baker School. A 
contract was awarded to B. F. Quimby & Son., Inc., for this 
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work on August 17. The project was completed under the 
supervision of the Engineering Department on September 2. 


Engineering services were furnished in connection with the 
erection of a field house on the old Rivers School property, 
recently purchased by the town, and now known as the Eliot 
Street Playground. Sanitary conveniences were installed in 
the field house and connected with the public sewer. The 
work was done by Dennis Driscoll & Son, Contractors, and 
sanitary conveniences and connection with the public sewer 
were paid for by the Engineering Department as authorized 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


Considerable time has been spent upon a survey of the 
Eliot Street Playground boundaries to procure data for a 
land court plan of the property. 


Grading plans, sketches and cost estimates have been pre- 
pared in detail for the development of a playground on the 
site of the old Parsons School, located between Walter Avenue 
and Pond Avenue, and alternate plans made for its further 
extension in the future. 


Two stone bounds and one iron bar were set to mark the 
boundaries of a property transfer adjacent to the Baker School. 


Preliminary sketches and plans were prepared for additions 
and alterations to the Municipal Bath and Gymnasium Build- 
ings. This work was done at the request of the Recreation 
Committee. 


Plans and estimates are being prepared for proposed altera- 
tions to an existing building at the Eliot Street Playground, 
to be used as a Neighborhood Centre, and estimates of cost 
of various proposed recreational buildings have been prepared 
for the Recreation Commission. 


Town Treasurer 


Five hundred twenty-seven (527) reports were made in 
response to inquiries regarding sewer assessments and munici- 
pal liens. 


Health Department 


At the request of the Health Department, preliminary plans 
and sketches were prepared for a Nurses’ Home at the Board 
of Health Hospital on Newton Street, and designs were made 
for the construction of a new driveway to serve the hospital 
buildings. Further action on these projects has been~+tem- 
porarily postponed. 


During the latter part of May the mosquito pest became 
increasingly serious in the southern part of the town. The 
Committee to Investigate Health and Safety Conditions [n. 
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and About Buildings requested that the drainage ditches in 
this section be flushed and oiled. This Department supervised 
the work. 


Town Counsel 


Seventy-six (76) photographs were taken for evidence in 
cases where claims have been instituted against the town. 


Seven (7) reports have been made to the Town.Counsel, 
where the rights of the town might be affected, concerning 
petitions of property owners to have their property registered 
in the Land Court. 


Reports, descriptions and agreements have been written, 
and releases obtained for street, sewer and drain improve- 
ments and property transfers, as requested. 


One display plan for use in court was made relative to a 
case on Beverly Road, in which claim for damages had been 
instituted against the town. 


Two Land Court plans were made for transfers of land, 
which were tax title takings by the town. 


School Department 


At the request of the School Department, the Engineering 
Department supervised the waterproofing and asphalt sur- 
facing of the play area on the roof of the garage at the Lin- 
coln School. The envelope waterproofing was completed 
satisfactorily, but the surface treatment was faulty. This de- 
fect will be remedied before final payment is made for the 
work. 


A school population map was compiled. Prints, sketches 
and maps were furnished to the School Department as re- 
quested. 


Police Department 


An accident spot map, on a scale of 400 feet to an inch, 
was made as a record for the Police Department. 


Twelve (12) tracings and prints of various street intersec- 
tions, located throughout the town, were prepared. 


Estimates of cost were made for renovations and alterations 
in the Police Department Headquarters, on Prospect Street, 
but no construction has been undertaken as yet. 


Maps, prints and sketches were furnished as requested. 


Fire Department 


A plan and description of the property located at the corner 
of Thayer and Washington Streets, and proposed as the loca- 
tion for a new Fire Department Headquarters, were prepared. 
In connection with this considerable time was spent investi- 
gating citations for the five parcels of property involved. 
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Eight hundred and thirty (830) copies were printed, for 
distribution, of a public communication. 


_ Two copies of a fire district map were made. Miscellaneous 
sketches, prints and maps were furnished as requested. 


Preliminary sketches and estimates were prepared for a 
Fire Department Headquarters building. 


Tentative plans and estimates of cost have been made for 
proposed alterations at Fire Station No. 7, located on Wash- 
ington Street, near Washington Square. 


Library Department 


Sketches and estimates of cost were made for certain pro- 
posed alterations in the Main Library Building on Washing- 
ton Street. This work will be considered as a post-war project. 


Information Desk 


Through the medium of the information counter, main- 
tained in the main office of the Engineering Department, it 
is the earnest endeavor of all assistants to give prompt, cour- 
teous and accurate information in response to the many and 
varied inquiries of the public. The expeditious dispersal of 
this information is made possible by the efficient system of 
cross-indexing in use in the Department. 


Information regarding size and location of individual house 
lots, street lines and grades is available to private engineers 
and surveyors. 


Inquiries and applications during the past year were as 
follows: 


10 House numbers assigned to buildings 

44 Inquiries by private engineers pertaining to street lines, 
etc. 

24 Inquiries regarding zoning 

20 Inquiries regarding street locations and grades 

43 Inquiries regarding sewer locations 

10 Inquiries regarding street betterments 

38 Inquiries regarding lot lines 


Inquiries of a general nature relating to highways, parks, 
zoning, buildings, land elevations, etc., are answered daily 
over the information desk and telephone. 


Data concerning geological formations, where available, are 
dispersed when requested. 


There are on file in the Engineering Department approxi- 
mately 6,785 land plans of separate properties in the town. 
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General 


The Selectmen requested that contract plans, specifications, 
estimates of cost and application for priority ratings, be made 
for a Shelter on Beacon Street, near St. Mary’s Street, to 


accommodate patrons of the Boston Elevated Railway. The 


War Production Board refused to authorize the construction 
of the Shelter. A subsequent application is still pending. 


A survey, estimate of cost, and report was made for the 


Selectmen, of weatherstripping all town buildings. This - 


work has not been done. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, contract plans 
and specifications were prepared for alterations to offices, on 
the second floor of the Town Hall, to be used by the Veteran’s 
Affairs Administration. “This work has been completed under 
a contract awarded to C. R. Burns:and By, W. Weauee 
tractors. 


At the request of the Selectmen, a report was made on the 
disposition of the Sanitary in Brookline Village, use of which 
was discontinued some years ago. 


At the request of the Selectmen, cost estimates, specifica- 
tions and contract plans were prepared for the alteration and 
improvement of the stairs and front stair hall in the Town 
Hall. The contract was awarded to C. R. Burns on Novem- 
ber 27, and the work is now in progress under the supervision 
of this Department. 


The Building Commission requested the Town Engineer to 
prepare contract plans and specifications for alterations to 
Fire Station No. 5, located on.Devotion Street. Upon ap- 
proval of the plans by the Commission, a contract for the 
work was awarded to C. R. Burns. New overhead doors were 
installed and general improvements made in the approaches 
to the building. Inspection was furnished for this construc- 
tion and the work was completed August 21. 


Inventory. An inventory‘of the property belonging to the 
town, in the possession of the Engineering Department, is on 
file as required by the Town By-laws. 


House Numbers. A canvass of all house numbers issued 
is made from time to time, and notices sent to owners of 
buildings who have not affixed the assigned numbers to their 
buildings. 


Equipment. The old blue printing machine and dryer were 
replaced during the year with an Ozalid Dry- PROGRES printing 
machine anda ‘‘Pako”’ dryer. 
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The Multilith Printing Machine, which previously was in 
possession of the Selectmen’s Department, was transferred to 
the Engineering Department and has proven very valuable 
for all departments, for reproducing forms, schedules, bill- 
heads and other office stationery and departmental public 
Eeeupicetions which were previously acquired commer- 
cially. 


A Vari-Typer electric composing typewriter has recently 
been purchased, for use in connection with the Multilith 
Printing Machine. 


A Photostat reproduction machine has been added to the 
equipment. The Apeco photographic reproduction machine, 
formerly in use in the Department, was turned in as part 
payment for the new equipment. The value of the Photostat 
Machine has already been proven through the reproduction 
of important documents, plans, maps, sketches, army dis- 
charges, etc. A valuable feature of this machine is the sav- 
ings of man-hours of drafting in enlarging or reducing the size 
of a plan or document. 


The operation of the above mentioned equipment requires 
one-half of the time of one assistant. 


Underground System. There are many completed surveys 
of underground structures ready for plotting, but as there is 
much other work that of necessity must take precedence over 
this, little time has been available to devote to the under- 
ground plans during the year. 


The Department has approximately one thousand public 
utility drawings on file, which have been furnished by the 
utility companies. These plans are of great assistance in 
assigning locations for new utility lines and conduits in our 
highways. It is hoped that time may be available so that a 
complete set of underground plans may be made. 


The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen appointed a com- 
mittee to attempt to negotiate an agreement with the utility 
companies, whereby in the future all utility pipes and con- 
duits will be placed in the same trench with the sewer and 
surface water drain structure. This should prove to be a 
very economical and practical method of construction. Satis- 
factory progress has been made in the negotiations and the 
outlook for an early agreement is good. 


Tables. Tables relating to streets, sewers, drains, miscel- 
laneous information and meteorological data are appended to 
this report. 


Photography. One hundred and seventy (170) large pic- 
tures were taken, developed and prints made. Approximately 
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two hundred and five (205) small pictures were made and 
many of them enlarged with the equipment in the possession 
of the Department. 


Investigation of Health and Safety Conditions In 
and About Buildings 


The entire time of one assistant, Arthur E. Clasby, is de- 
voted to the work of the ‘‘Committee to Investigate Health 
and Safety Conditions in and about Buildings.’’ He directs 
the work of the inspectors in the field and analyzes their re- 
ports, supervises the typing of these reports and issues the 
first notices to property owners where corrections are neces- 
sary. . 

Assistants of the Engineering Department conducted an 
exhaustive survey of advertising signs located on roofs and 
analyzed them structurally to determine their safety. 


Several buildings were investigated as to their structural 
safety. 


An inspection and analysis was made, at the request of the 
Committee, and a report rendered, on the collapse of the 
grandstand at the Cypress Street Playground. 


Two hundred and five (205) photographs have been taken, 
_developed and prints made to corroborate the inspection re-_ 
ports of the Committee. 


The Town Engineer is the Secretary of the Committee. | 


‘One automobile is furnished to transport the inspectors 
and, as conditions necessitate, additional assistants aid in the 
inspection work. 


Automobiles. The Department is in possession of five 
Ford automobiles, ranging in age from two to ten years. 
The use of these cars is necessary to the field parties and 
other members of the Department, in conducting surveys, 
inspection of old and new sewer connections and mains, field 
work, investigation of complaints and many other types of 
work demanded of them. One car is regularly engaged, and 
at times two, in the investigations being made for the Com- 
mittee to Investigate Health and Safety Conditions in and 
about Buildings. 


The Custodian of Town Property, David Wright, is granted 
the use of a car when necessary, in the pursuance of his duties. 


Miscellaneous. Booklets, illustrating the various articles 
of the warrant were prepared for the use of Town Meeting 
Members at the Annual Town Meeting. These booklets take 
the place of the more costly and less satisfactory method of 
large-scale display plans formerly used to convey the same 
information. |

It is with regret that I record the resignation of Miss Cath- 
erine O’Day who left on January 13, 1944, to become Secre- 
tary to Mr. O’Shea. Miss O’Day served this department 
most efficiently as Clerk and Stenographer since April 1, 1920, 
and her absence is keenly felt by the entire force. 


Mr. John G. Gerrish, Supervisor of Equipment, reached 
the age of retirement on July 24, 1944, but by unanimous 
vote of your Board his services have been retained under 
Section 18 of the Retirement Act. I wish to pay tribute here 
to his outstanding achievements, unswerving loyalty and 
marked efficiency during his thirty-five years of service in 
town departments. 

The classifications and salary rates recommended by the 
Salary Committee and approved by your Board and the Civil 
Service became effective April 1, 1944. 


As reported last year the shortage of manpower continues 
to be a serious problem. It is almost impossible to find able- 
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bodied men for appointment. There are thirty-six men in 
the department over sixty-five years of age, some of them 
performing heavy duty work in the collection of paper, ashes 
and rubbish. With such conditions, it is difficult to maintain 
the usual high standards of service.

Civilian Defense 


Although many defense activities have, been suspended 
during 1944, the Public Safety Committee is still intact and 
ready for any emergency affecting the safety and protection 
of our citizens, and this department has continued to co- 
operate in every way possible. In consequence of Executive 
Order No. 63 passed by Governor Saltonstall relative to sus- 
pension of Dimout Regulations, shields were removed from 
gas lights in the fall of 1943, but it was deemed unwise at 
that time to remove the shields from electric lights because 
of the greater difficulty in restoring this type of shield in the 
event of any emergency arising. In July, 1944, the First Serv- 
ice Command removed all restrictions on lighting, and ac- 
cordingly the electric street lights were unshielded during 
July, 1944. 


The department has continued the weekly collection of 
flattened tin cans, and has encouraged the salvaging of all 
paper, newspapers, magazines and cardboard. 


Co-operating with the War Gardens Committee, produce 
was transported daily from the Brandagee Farm Gardens to 
the Canning Kitchen on Heath Street.

On September 14 and 15, 1944, Brookline experienced its 
second hurricane within six years. The storm began late in 
the evening of Thursday, September 14, and continued until 
4 a.m., on Friday, September 15. ‘The wind reached a velo- 
city of fifty-eight miles an hour and the rainfall amounted to 
2.54 inches. Roadways were flooded and catchbasins clogged 
with leaves; many streets and sidewalks were blocked with 
fallen trees, poles and broken wires; street lights were out in 
about 90% of the town; and many house circuits in the south- 
ern part of the town were out of commission. Fortunately 
an damage was negligible as compared with the hurricane 
of 1938. 


Sufficient warning was given by the Weather Bureau so 
that plans for combatting the storm were formulated well in 
advance. All employees of the Park, Water and Health De- 
partments co-operated with the Highway Department and | 
wish to record here my sincere appreciation of their excellent 
services. 


All house circuits were restored by September 16; by Mon- 
day, September 18, 125 fallen roadside trees were removed 
from the streets; and on Tuesday, September 19, all street 
lights were restored. The total cost of the hurricane was 
$7,643.83, a small amount as compared with $69,384.05 
expended in 1938. 


Street cleaning was carried on in the same manner as in 
1943. The Elgin Mechanical Street Sweeper was operated on 
an eight-hour basis from April 3 until November 27. Long 
delays in obtaining repair parts for the machine, as well as 
shortage of labor, made it very difficult to maintain our usual 
high standards of street cleaning.

The above expenditures show that it was impossible to hire 
any extra men for the removal of snow. We are very fortunate 
in getting enough trucks and horses to carry on the absolutely 
essential work of plowing and sanding roadways and side- 
walks, and removing snow from business areas and church 
frontages. The State plowed Boylston Street, and the Ele- 
vated furnished two snow loaders for use on its bus routes. 


Ten sidewalk tractors were completely overhauled and it is 
proposed to continue this work until all the units are in first- 
class condition. The Bulldozer purchased in 1930 was re- 
placed by a Cletrac Model DGH Tractor, and the cost 
amounting to $6,262.20 was charged to General Maintenance.

A special appropriation of $4,000 was made at the Annual 
Town Meeting for widening the southerly roadway of Beacon 
Street between Harvard and Charles Streets. The work was 
done by this department at a total cost of $3,842.18 and con- 
sisted of setting back the curb narrowing the sidewalk to a 
width of eight feet, removing seven trees, and resurfacing the 
sidewalk and roadway.

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In September all traffic signals were checked for correct 
timing as provided by permits issued by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 


War restrictions prevented the replacement of any metal 
street signs, but every effort has been made to keep existing 
signs in good condition. More than one-half the total number 
have been taken down, repainted and repaired during the 
past year.

All major problems pertaining to traffic control have been 
considered by the Traffic Committee with Selectman, Eugene 
P. Carver succeeding Mr. Dane as Chairman. The following 
additions were made to the Traffic Rules and Orders: 

Parking was prohibited on the southeast side of Green Street between a 
point 117.75 feet from Harvard Street and a point 15 feet northeast — 
January 3, 1944. 

Orchard Road was designated for coasting — January 24, 1944. 


Parking was prohibited on the south side of the southerly roadway of 
Beacon Street for a distance of 81 feet west of Hawes Street — July 24, 


1944. 


The shelter, or waiting station, formerly located at the 
southeast corner of Boylston and Lee Streets, was moved on 
May 24 to the northwest corner of Boylston Street and 
Chestnut Hill Avenue, a safer and more convenient location 
for bus passengers transferring at this point. As a temporary 
measure, in order to improve traffic conditions pending future 
alterations of roadway and divisional islands, new bus stops 
were established on Chestnut Hill Avenue at the intersection 
of Boylston Street on May 15, 1944. 


The question of erecting a fence on the Beacon Street car 
reservation, to prevent pedestrians crossing at any points 
other than properly designated crosswalks, was referred to 
the Committee on Post-War Planning. 


The widening of the southwest corner of Harvard and 
Beacon Streets is pending further developments.

The firm of Arthur L. Risley & Company, Public Account- 
ants, was engaged to make a complete study of the garage 
accounts, and a new cost system was installed which has re- 
sulted in accurate and equitable charges to the various de- 
partments for maintaining their respective units. The charges 
for gasoline, oil, tires and general servicing were computed on 
a mileage basis and it is very gratifying to report that the 
average cost per mile was $.0479. The overhead expenses, 
such as rent, telephone and office expenses, were reckoned on 
a unit basis and transferred to the various departments ac- 
cordingly. Prior to January, 1944, the Municipal Garage 
was operated on a twenty-four hour basis, but, in the interest 
of economy, it is now open only sixteen hours on week days 
and eight hours on Sundays. 


The Committee on Post-War Planning is considering plans 
for increasing the garage space at the Cypress Street Yard so 
that all automobiles owned by the town can be garaged in 
one central plant. This will effect a great saving in expendi- 
ture and add to the efficiency of operation. 


Four new Ford passenger cars were purchased to replace 
those used by the inspectors in this department and were 
charged to General Maintenance. Several of the trucks now 
in use have reached the point where it is no longer efficient 
or economical to maintain them, and a sum has been included 
in next year’s appropriation for their replacement. 


New Streets and Widenings 


No appropriation was made by the State under Chapter 
90 and no new construction was undertaken. 
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Bridges 


The City of Boston has recently made a contract for major 
work on the under-pinning of the Cottage Farm Bridge. A 
small portion of this bridge comes within the limits of the 
town, and therefore this department will be obliged to pay 
its share of the cost. Accordingly an item of $1,500 has been 
included in the budget for 1945. 


Awnings 


The question of revising the present regulations governing 
the erection and height of awnings extending over the public 
sidewalks is under consideration by Chief Tonra and the 
writer.

An item of $5,000 was included in the budget for 1944 for 
the purpose of setting curb on certain streets in the northerly 
part of the town where the tree lawns had been destroyed by 
automobile parking. This is in line with a new policy whereby 
the entire cost of granite edgestone on certain selected streets 
constructed with tree lawns is assumed by the town. This 
will save the town large sums of money formerly spent each 
year for keeping the tree lawns in a safe condition. The fol- 
lowing streets were selected for this year’s program and 4,761 
linear feet of curb were set, viz:

A new mechanical 
sewer cleaning machine, equipped with flexible sewer rods for 
cutting and removing tree roots, was purchased in May and 
used on many of our main sewer lines, freeing them of all fibre 
roots, thus reducing the possibility of stoppages.

The net cost of the collection and disposal of ashes and 
paper shows a decrease of $7,926.34 over that for 1943. This 
saving was largely effected in the operation of the incinerator. 
Mr. Simon Forman has met the requirements of his contract 
dated December 6, 1943, and there has been no necessity of 
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hauling paper to Newton since early in January. It is now 
hauled to the separation plant on Hammond Street, where it 
is sorted and baled by the contractor and all valuable material 
sold to local paper mills. On July 15, 1944, the War Produc- 
tion Board allowed a bonus of $5 a ton in the ceiling price of 
mixed paper, increasing it from $14 to $19 a ton. Under the 
sliding scale terms of the contract, the amount paid by the 
contractor to the town was thereby increased from $50 to 
$175 a week, making a yearly total of $5,000.

Tin cans were hauled to receiving freight cars in Watertown, 
where they were shipped to the Vulcan Detinning Company 
in Philadelphia. Proceeds from this source amounted to ~ 
$422.32. 


The department has continued to use the land off Newton 
Street and Arlington Road for dumping purposes. Despite 
constant vigilance there have been two serious dump fires, but 
every means of prevention is constantly taken and every 
effort made to keep the dump in as orderly condition as pos- 
sible. Under the supervision of Mr. George O. Tapley, a con- 
tract was made with the New England Bug Exterminating 
Company for the extermination of rats and cockroaches with 
excellent results. Over one thousand rats were killed and few 
rats or cockroaches have been reported since. 


A sub-committee of the Post-War Planning Board is mak- 
ing an exhaustive study of plans for a new waste disposal 
plant to be built as soon as possible after the war. Several 
incinerators in New York and New England were visited by 
Mr. Devine and the writer, and plans are being considered 
for a new type of furnace which will burn all types of refuse, 
including both garbage and ashes. 


The town scales at the Incinerator Lot must be replaced, 
and the sum of $4,000 has been included for this purpose in 
the budget for 1945.

COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


January 2, 1945. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: — 1 respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures and of the work done for collection of gar- 
bage for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


The practice of two collections per week from householders 
established more than a year ago on account of the lack of 
manpower was continued during the year. 


Twelve contractors were licensed to collect garbage from 
-commercial establishments. These licenses are issued on the 
condition that the contractor make daily collections from 
restaurants, hotels and stores and that the equipment be sub- 
ject to monthly inspection for cleanliness. 


The contract with Mr. Louis W. Dean, Cedarcrest Farm, 
Lincoln and Weston, is still in force. 


The equipment used in this division has reached the point 
where it should be replaced. Accordingly I am recommend- 
ing that a special appropriation be made at the annual town 
meeting in March for the purchase of six (6) complete units. 
The bodies of these new units will be of metal and wholly 
enclosed. It is our belief that when these trucks are put in 
operation, citizens will have little cause for complaint from 
the odors or the unsightliness of the garbage which now 
exists in the open truck.

35 dead trees were removed from the highways, including 
five trees killed by illuminating gas on Beacon Street at 
Strathmore Road, the cost of which was paid by the Gas 
Company. 


A large number of shrubs particularly the laurel were ‘‘win- 
ter killed”’ or had a severe setback during the spring. 
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On the night of September 14-15 during a severe rain and 
wind storm of hurricane proportions 125 trees on private 
property and on highways were blown over. The streets were 
littered with. branches and it required about two weeks of 
labor with men and trucks to clear the debris. 


The decorative crab and cherry trees at the Horace James 
Circle were in perfect flowering on May 13-14. The plant- 
ing on this circle received many favorable comments. during 
the summer months. 


The starlings continued to be a nuisance to the residents of 
Fisher Hill during the summer months and in order to abate 
this condition the Advisory Committee transferred to this 
department the sum of $500.00. Flares and explosives were 
used with satisfactory results at a cost of $162.93. 


The suppression of insect pests continued to be an impor- 
tant activity of the department. The tent caterpillar and 
canker worm were a serious menace this year requiring con- 
siderably more spraying with arsenate of lead than was con- 
templated at the first of the season. 


The elm leaf beetle was not as serious as in former years. 


The woodland areas were thoroughly scouted for egg- 
clusters of the gypsy moths. 


The spraying done on private property has been charged 
to the owners on their tax bill. This work amounted to 
$2,446.43. 


The shortage of tree climbers has retarded pruning to a 
large extent but every effort was made to remove dead limbs. 


The motive which prompts the planting and care of roadside 
trees is one of beauty, grace and refreshment and their care is 
one which affords general benefit to our citizens.

The reports of the various divisions of the Health Depart- 
ment which follow describe in detail the activities of the 
Department for 1944. 

In October, 1942, the Board appointed a ‘‘Committee to 
Investigate Health and Safety Conditions In and About 
Buildings.’’ On this committee were representatives of the 
Fire, Police, Health, Engineering and Building Departments. 
During 1944, this committee has continued its inspections of 
buildings, which have included lodging houses, apartment 
houses, nursery schools, places of assembly such as theatres, 
churches and schools, funeral homes, laundries, stores, etc. 
There are probably few if any municipalities where such 
thorough inspections have been carried out for the promotion 
of health and safety. 

The Nutrition Center, which had been carried on during 
the previous two years by the Brookline Committee on Public 
Safety, was taken over by the Health Department on April 1 
of this year. On May 15, the Board appointed the following 
as an Advisory Council to the Nutrition Center:

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 611 
of which number 208 were deaths of non-residents, most of 
whom were patients in various Brookline hospitals. In addi- 
tion there were 302 residents of the town who died in other 
places, mostly in Boston hospitals. The total number of 
Brookline deaths corrected for residence was 705, which with 
an estimated population of 50,681 as of July 1, 1944, gives a 
mortality rate of 13.91 per 1,000 inhabitants as compared with 
14.74 in 1943.

Clerk’s report on the Vital Statistics. 


The mortality rate of 13.91 is lower than that of 1943 
which was 14.74, but with that exception was higher than in 
any other year since 1918, the year of the influenza epidemic. 
We have a population with relatively few children and many 
old people, so that the causes of death which increase our 
mortality rate above that of many other municipalities are 
largely those found in elderly people. 
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As usual heart disease was the leading cause and of the 
249 deaths from this cause, 140 or 56% were due to disease 
of the coronary arteries. 


There were only five deaths from tuberculosis, the fewest 
the town has ever had, and there were only two deaths from 
automobile accidents. Four deaths from airplane accidents 
occurred among Brookline men in service, and four deaths 
resulting from pregnancy and childbirth. 


Communicable Diseases 


In tables II, III, and IV, will be found the cases of com- 
municable diseases by months, by ages and sex, and also for 
the past ten years. The deaths do not include those of non- 
residents in the town, but do include deaths of residents out- 
side of the town if they had the disease while living in the town.

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Diphtheria. There was only one case of diphtheria re- 
ported and that was in a child who had never been immunized. 
Another child in the same family who had been protected 
was found to be a carrier. 

During the year 183 children of the public and parochial 
schools were Schicked, and if found susceptible were given the 
diphtheria toxoid. There were 218 children re-tested who 
had received the toxoid the previous year of which number 201 
or about 92% had become immune. There were 398 children 
immunized by private physicians, and at the Health Center 
of the Brookline Friendly Society 105 young children, under 
two years of age, were given the toxoid, a most helpful con- 
tribution to the work of protecting our children against this 
disease. About 60% of the children under five years are 
known to be protected, although there are doubtless many 
more immunized of which we have no record. 


Every infant whose birth is recorded has an immunization 
card on file at the office of the Health Department. If at 
the end of a year the child’s immunization has not been re- 
ported, the mother is contacted through telephone call or a 
home visit by a nurse. This is repeated yearly if it is found 
that the child has not been immunized. It shows the parent 
that the Health Department is interested in the protection 
of the child and considers it important. 
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Scarlet Fever. There were 73 cases reported with no 
deaths. Of these 25 were hospitalized and 48 were quaran- 
tined at home. 


Measles. There were 496 cases of measles with no deaths. 
The Department has continued its efforts to have all children 
under five years of age, who are known to have been exposed 
to measles, given the protection of an injection of placental 
extract or immune serum during the incubation period. 


Whooping Cough. There were 22 cases with no deaths 
as compared with 35 cases in 1943. 

These past two years we have had fewer cases than in any 
other of the past twenty-five years. It seems probable that 
the increased use of whooping cough vaccine in infancy has 
contributed to this good record. There were 160 children 
given this protection at the Health Centre of the Brookline 
Friendly Society during the year and many more were done 
by private physicians. There has been no death from the 
disease for the past fifteen years while during the previous 
eight years there were twelve. 


Smallpox. There has been no case reported since 1929, 
and only two in the past 39 years. The result has been that 
in this and other communities of greater Boston there are 
many individuals who are inadequately protected against 
this disease by vaccination. The stage is being set for a 
good-sized epidemic some time. 


Infantile Paralysis. Six cases were reported, the first 
since 1937, none were fatal. 


- Typhoid and Paratyphoid Fever. No cases of typhoid 
or paratyphoid were reported. 


Pneumonia. There were 25 cases of lobar pneumonia 
reported with 13 deaths. There were 10 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia as compared with 17 deaths in 1943. There were 
4 deaths attributed to virus pneumonia. 


Tuberculosis. There were 27 cases of pulmonary tuber- — 
culosis reported and 3 of other forms of the disease, as com- 
pared with 42 from all forms in 1943. Excluding deaths of 
non-residents and including deaths of residents wherever they 
occurred; there were 5 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and 
none from other forms. These 5 deaths give us a rate of 9.86 
per 100,000 population as compared with 21.18 in 1943.

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At the Tuberculosis Dispensary, Dr. Horace K. Boutwell 
has been the attending physician, and Mrs. E. R. Jarvis, the 
“tuberculosis nurse.’’ There were 103 clinics held at which 
594 chest examinations were made of 221 persons, of which 
number 98 were new patients. The total number of visits 
of patients to the Dispensary was 3,005. There were 23 
patients sent to hospitals, 14 through the Dispensary. 


On December 31, 1944, the records of the Dispensary showed 
the location of 235 tuberculosis cases as follows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 1,880 home visits in connection with her 
tuberculosis work, and assisted at 88 clinics. In addition to 
her duties in connection with tuberculosis Mrs. Jarvis acts 
as Supervisor of Nurses, assists in the diphtheria prevention 
work at the Parochial Schools, and helps the Health Officer 
in collecting statistical data. 


School Examinations. During the year tuberculin tests 
were made of 1,376 children in the public and parochial high 
schools. The 79 positive reactors were subsequently X-rayed 
by the State Department of Health. Only one rather doubtful 
case of active tuberculosis was found. 


Rehabilitation. Many patients on discharge from the 
hospital have no occupation that is suitable for them, and 
they are seldom able to work whole time. Very often they 
try to work and break down, as a result of which a-year or 
more of additional treatment at the hospital is required, or 
as too often happens they do not recover from the relapse. 
This has been one of the weak points in our campaign against 
tuberculosis. 


By ‘rehabilitation’ is meant training patients to take up 
work that is suitable for them, beginning as a rule with only 
a few hours a day. 


Mr. Cornelius E. Smith, Rehabilitation Agent of the Nor- 
folk County Health Association, spends one day a week at 
our hospital to assist patients in preparing to resume com- 
munity activity after their discharge from the hospital. This 
gives hope and encouragement to the patients and is of great 
value as a morale builder. 


Valuable Assistance from Other Agencies has been received. 
The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society, whose funds come 
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largely from the sale of Christmas seals, sent to summer 
camps and homes 49 children who had been exposed to tuber- 
culosis or who had signs of the disease. This is a most valu- 
able contribution to our work. They also gave warm cloth- 
ing for the sanitoria patients. The Elks have been most 
generous in gifts to needy cases. 


Venereal Diseases. All cases of these diseases seen by 
physicians should be reported without the patient’s name to 
the State Department of Health. If a patient does not con- 
tinue treatment until cured the physician should report him 
by name. In Table VI is given the number of cases according 
to disease and Sex SO reported.

All of them were in men recently in service overseas. The 
number of such cases is likely to increase in the future so that 
with such foci of infection in the town the work being done

Public Health Nurses 


Miss Mary A. MacDonald and Miss Regina A. Thomas 
have served throughout the year. 


The nurses visit the homes in which the cases of contagious 
disease have been reported. They placard the house if that 
is required; they obtain information in regard to the source 
of infection; they give advice in regard to precautions; they 
investigate the health of the other members of the household 
and see that the children are excluded from school. 


Miss Thomas acts as “School Nurse” for the Parochial 
Schools, and as far as time permits investigates the cause of 
absence of pupils from these schools. 
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Summary of Nurses’ Work, 1944 
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Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 

There was one death in the town of a Brookline infant under 
one year and 30 infants of Brookline parents died outside the 
town, or a total of 31 deaths. 

There were 755 live births to Brookline mothers, which with 
the 31 deaths gives a rate of 41.1 per 1,000 births as compared 
with 30.6 in 1943. 

The birth rate per 1,000 population based on all births to 
Brookline mothers was 14.90 as compared with 13.70 in 1943.

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There was one stillbirth. In the above table the deaths of non-resident 
infants are excluded, and deaths of infants of Brookline parents occurring 
out of town are included. 


Child Welfare Work — 1944 


Each spring the Health Department undertakes the medical 
examination of children who are soon to enter the public and 
parochial schools. The object of these examinations is the 
correction of physical defects as early in life as possible so 
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that the child will be in the best possible health when he be- 
gins his school work. There were 355 pre-school children 
examined, and 79 were vaccinated. 


There were 221 pre-school children whose teeth were cared 
for at the Dental Dispensary. 


Except for the work for the pre-school children just re- 
ferred to, all the infant and child welfare work is carried on 
by the Community Health Centre of the Brookline Friendly 
Society. This private agency has covered this important 
field of public health with great success for many years, and 
the services furnished have been scored high in the Health 
Conservation Contest. 


The Health Centre submits the following report: 


During the year of 1944 the Child Welfare Department of 
the Brookline Friendly Society has had under supervision 
654 infants and pre-school children... They have had 90 Well 
Child Conferences with an attendance of 1,596 and 20 Im- 
munization clinics with an attendance of 1,051. 


All children under supervision are given a physical ex- 
amination routinely every six months or oftener if indicated 
and a well qualified pediatrician is in charge at each confer- 
ence. Advice is given in regard to feeding and health habits 
of the children and the Child Welfare nurse visits the mother 
and child in the home to see that the doctor’s orders are 
carried out and to check up on the child’s progress. Only — 
well children are permitted to attend the conferences. All 
sick children are referred to the family physician or the nearby 
hospital clinics. There were 392 children under two years of 
age attending the baby clinic and 262 between the ages of 
two and five years were under care in the pre-school clinic. 
Most of these children have been immunized against diphtheria 
and vaccinated against smallpox. There were 161 babies who 
were immunized against Whooping Cough, 105 against Diph- 
theria and 131 vaccinated against Smallpox. Two Whooping 
Cough immunization clinics a year are now held, one in the 
Spring and one in the Fall. 


When the child is two years old he is given an appointment 
to the Pierce School Dental Clinic to check up on dentition 
and to accustom the child to dental service. A record of the 
child’s teeth is kept at the clinic and any necessary prophy- 
lactic work is done.

Medical Inspection of Parochial Schools . 


Medical inspection of the pupils of St. Mary’s and St. 
Aidan’s Parochial Schools is provided by the Health Depart- 
ment. This work has been in charge of Dr. David M. Hass- 
man who is also Medical Director of the public schools. One 
of our health nurses devotes the greater part of her time to 
the care of the pupils of these schools. 


The Health Bulletin ‘ 


The Bulletin has been published quarterly and distributed 
by the Police Department to every house in the town. We 
believe it is serving the purpose of promoting education in 
health matters, of informing residents of the quality of the 
milk sold by the various dealers, the sanitary scoring of eating 
places, and of giving publicity to the various activities of the 
department. 


The Hospital Relief Fund 


The sum of $15,056.12 was expended to provide’ prompt 
hospital care to 128 individuals not receiving welfare aid but 
in need of such care, and unable to pay the hospital charges. 
This is the group, often referred to as the “medically indi- 
gent’’ — those able to provide themselves with food, shelter 
and clothing, but quite unable to bear the expense of serious 
illness, requiring hospital care. 
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THE BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


A total of 2,812 examinations was made during 1944 as 
follows: 


Diphtheria. There were 32 cultures and 4 swabs examined 
from persons suspected of having diphtheria and 38 cultures 
for the detection of carriers. All these cultures were negative 
except those from one carrier. 


Tuberculosis. There were 243 sputum examinations of 
which 42 were positive. 


Typhoid and Paratyphoid. There were 11 specimens of 
blood submitted for the diagnosis of typhoid or paratyphoid. 


Gonorrhea. Of 92 smears made for the diagnosis of gonor- 
rheal infections 24 were positive. 


Vincent’s Angina (Trench Mouth). There were 14 exam- 
inations to diagnose Vincent’s Angina. Of these 7 were posi- 
tive. 


Milk Examinations. There were 642 samples of milk and 
cream submitted by the agent for the Inspection of Milk and 
Provisions which were plated and the number of bacteria per 
cubic centimeter counted. The results of these milk counts 
have been published in the Health Bulletin. There were 
642 samples examined microscopically for the presence of 
pus and streptococci. Counts were made of 40 samples of 
ice cream. 


Water Examinations. The Municipal Water Supply and 
the water from the Bath House Swimming Pool have been 
examined weekly, a total of 98 samples. Plate counts were 
made of these and also 98 tests for the colon bacillus. The 
average of the counts of the town water for the year was 7.97 
per cc., as compared with 6.39 in 1943. 


Examinations of Eating and Drinking Utensils. During the 
past seven years the Health Department has been examining 
bacteriologically the eating and drinking utensils of the vari- 
ous restaurants, soda fountains and other eating and drinking 
establishments in the town. The utensils examined are those 
that ga to the mouths of the patrons, chiefly glasses, cups, 
spoons and forks. 


Swabs moistened with sterile salt solution are rubbed over 
the inside and outside of the lips of the glasses and cups and 
then rinsed in a tube of salt solution and the number of the 
bacteria in the salt solution counted by the plate method. 
The results have shown very definitely whether or not these 
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utensils have been properly sterilized as required by the health 
regulations. 


There were 818 of these examinations, which included 
about 4,074 different utensils. 


Miscellaneous Examinations. In addition to the above, 
there were 5 special bacteriological examinations ane 18 
guinea pig inoculations. 


Outfits. There were 1,340 outfits for cultures and for the 
collection of specimens made up and distributed to the doctors 
from the Laboratory. 


Antitoxin, Vaccine, etc. There were 771 outfits furnished 
free by the State Department of Health distributed from the 
Laboratory to physicians. 


The Fly and Mosquito Control work is directed by Mr. 
Tapley, Bacteriologist from the Laboratory. Attention is 
called to his report of this work.

Dr. Connelly submits the following report: 


To summarize the work of the Dental Service during the 
past year we cannot boast of having extended or increased 
the work of the previous years — but we have maintained the 
same high type of dental treatment that has made our clinic 
outstanding. We believe that the little children of Brookline 
are deserving of the best dental care. 


The Dental Service is a part of the Public Health program 
of Brookline. With the rapid change in government planning 
we can see the approach of some plan of socialized medicine 
which will include dentistry. This plan may include the work 
of a Public Health Dental Clinic such as ours. At present 
there are many plans being discussed and we will no doubt 
have a beginning of this type of health service in the not too 
distant future. The wisdom of this change is debatable; 
however, we must accept it when it comes. 


The Health Center, conducted by the Brookline Friendly 
Society, has been of much help to us in completing our work. 
The Child Welfare nurse has been an essential part of our 
program. 


Recently the Health Department has employed a specialist 
in nutrition, and we know that she will be of much help to us 
in improving the dentition of our little children. 


We have been able to keep our Dental Clinic going during 
this trying period, and we sincerely hope that the global 
conflict will soon be over and once again we can return to a 
bigger and better dental service for the children of Brookline.

Reflecting the changes brought by waf, the Hospital had 
to curtail its service during 1944, because of a shortage of 
both professional and non-professional employees. Tuber- 
culous persons who were non-infectious and whose families 
could provide adequate facilities for their care were discharged 
to their homes. Patients who had proven settlements out- 
side of Brookline were returned to their respective areas, and 
cases of scarlet fever and diseases of that category were cared 
for at the Haynes Memorial Hospital in Brighton. This 
plan, plus a revision of the work schedules for the remaining 
employees made it possible to house and care for all those 
who were in need of care. 


A glance at the table of comparisons below show that there 
was very little change in the amount of work done in our out- 
patient clinic under the supervision of Dr. Cleaveland Floyd:

To better co-ordinate this work for our ambulatory pa- 
tients, Dr. Denny inaugurated a plan for periodic chest ex- 
aminations —a plan which provides examinations, at the 
Hospital at the time of treatment — instead of making one 
visit to the Hospital for treatment and another visit to the 
Dispensary for examination. It is an efficient, sensible plan, 
and much appreciated by the patients. 


Year after year we count amongst our blessings the many 
kindnesses of our friends in Kiwanis, the Knights of Columbus, 
the Elks and a host of good neighbors. This year we wish to 
add to that list an acknowledgment of a very splendid gift 
from the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society — a very new, 
very modern Victor motion picture projector, first used in 
December, 1944. It presages much for the building of morale 
and for sheer enjoyment, and we are deeply grateful to the 
Society.

The lack of man-power for inspection work is clearly re- 
flected in the drop in Total Inspections. Hensheds are fewer. 
At the outset of the war many citizens wanted to keep hens 
for eggs and as a supply of meat even in thickly settled sections 
of the town. Six have given up the project since 1943. 


In five instances Division men and trucks were used to 
clean up insanitary conditions when the owners were unable 
to secure trucks and men.

Two members of the field crew were lost to the Division in 
June, so that afterward only oiling and removal of major ob- 
structions in ditches could be done. Up to that time the 
program was just barely being maintained, along with other 
duties. 
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Swarms of Aedes vexans covered the Town of Brookline 
and all surrounding areas during the months of July and 
August, and into September. It is believed that these mos- 
quitoes were brought in by prevailing winds from the fresh 
water pot holes along the lowlands of the Charles River valley 
to the west and southwest of Brookline for there were 10, 14, 
and 6 days of prevailing wind from the southwest and west 
in the months of July, August and September, respectively. 
The United States Weather Bureau reports that in May, 
July, and August, 1944, the precipitation in inches was 0.25 
1.61, and 1.79, respectively with norms for the months of 
July and August of 3.49 and 3.62 inches and that the summer 
period was considered to be a very dry one. It is thought 
that with a drop in the water table level along the Charles 
River many pot holes appeared and in these A. vexans bred 
to such an extent that they were windblown into surrounding 
areas, including Brookline. Not finding any water in Brook- 
line they did the next best thing and sheltered in the long 
grass, shrubs, and trees. Persons attempting to work in their 
gardens or enjoy their lawns and porches were then attacked 
by these pests which the Division was unable to prevent. 


Gambusia affinis, a surface feeding minnow received from 
Lyons, Illinois, J. Lyell Clarke, S. E., did not survive the 
winter in a pool on the Boston University grounds. 


The Park Department under the direction of Mr. Edward 
Sheehan, Superintendent, cleared Hall’s Pond of water plant; 
after our own field crew was cut down.

Our card system for filing all locations inspected which has 
been in operation for the past three years proved its worth 
this season when sufficient manpower was not available. We 
were able to send out inexperienced boys under supervision 
and maintain them on a regular schedule of inspection includ- 
ing new and old work. 


The loss of our two men in June, who were our principal 
handscythe mowers resulted in our being able to cut only 
about 50 acres as compared with about 332 acres the previous 
year. Only 2 Victory Gardens were mowed over against 200 
mowed last year. 


Two pollen collecting stations were operated. The slides 
were made up into permanent preparations for reading later.

Specimens of ‘‘black’’ and “‘gray’’ adult rats were secured 
from a warehouse in Boston. Brookline High School students 
under the direction of Mr. Warren Bartlett of the Science 
Department mounted and preserved them for exhibition 
purposes. 


Liquid red squill soaked in dry bread is used exclusively for 
distribution weekly to citizens upon request. 


A special project to control rats and the Americana cock- 
roach on the town dump at Newton Street was carried out 
with the permission and co-operation of Mr. Daniel G. Lacy, 
Superintendent of the Highway Department. The services 
of a professional exterminator were secured and at the end of 
two weeks it is estimated that at least 1,000 rats were killed 
besides many cockroaches. Gassing with calcium cyanide 
dust was the chief method used. Hundreds of burrows were 
eliminated or prevented by the application of the principle of 
compression to the dump and the working face, and then 
covering over the surface with loam. Mr. Lacy was able 
thereby to eliminate much of the unsightliness and many 
spontaneous fires. In December, two rats and one mouse 
were all that the exterminator could find to kill. 


The American cockroach was gassed and many hundreds 
of phosphorus bait were put out. This insect, it was found, 
was localized in certain areas. By repeated gassing and 
baiting very few cockroaches are now to be found. 


General 


With additional manpower no longer available and with 
an increase in the number of problems to be attended to 
only the most important things can be given attention. Only 
through the loyal support and kindly co-operation of the 
office and field personnel of this Division, and the helpful 
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attitude and co-operative effort of other Departments have 
we been able to maintain any kind of standards. 


Since the beginning of the war the following members of 
this Division have remained steadfast and loyal through diffi- 
cult and trying times, and are to be commended: Miss Mar- 
garet M. McCarthy, Mrs. Frances N. Hart, Miss Agnes :‘Ty- 
mon, and Messrs: John P. Kelly, Edward P. Maloney, Jo- 
seph J. Sullivan, James D. Watt, John J. McCarthy, and 
George B. McCaffrey.

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REPORT OF THE QUARANTINE INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — The following report is for the year ending 
December 31, 1944. 


In connection with cases of transmittable diseases occurring 
within the town there were 50 quarantine inspections at 
houses; 3 food handlers and one milk handler were quaran- 
tined and 50 milk jar restrictions placed; 2 rooms, 8 lots of 
library books and 5 of school books were disinfected. The 
ambulance was disinfected twice and 157 milk and cream jars, 
which had been exposed to infection, were chemically treated; 
4 lots of school books, 3 of library books, 3 of bedding and 3 
of clothing were condemned and destroyed after investigation 
showed that they had been unduly exposed to infection. 
Various miscellaneous services were rendered as were con- 
sidered necessary in protecting the public health. 


A serious outbreak of infantile paralysis in a camp colony 
for boys and girls, located in a dairy district where some of 
our milk supplies are produced, required considerable time 
in August. As Dr. Denny was on vacation and Dr. Harold 
Bowditch, Acting Health Officer, was in a hospital, the writer 
consulted Dr. Vlado A. Getting, State Health Commissioner, 
as to the danger of transmission of the disease through milk. 
The camp being located on a small lake, which was used in 
common with the families of dairy farmers, it was necessary 
to issue warning notices and keep a close check on the milk 
producing farms, especially while the patients who were not 
sent to the hospital were held in quarantine in the camp by 
the State health officers. The precautionary measures taken 
prevented the spread of the disease to nearby dairy farms. 
During this period there were persistent rumors of an out- 
break of spinal meningitis in another dairy district some 30 
miles distant. This was investigated -and found to be with- 
out foundation, there being but one case of a returned soldier 
in a family which had no connection with the milk supply. 
These occurrences caused considerable migration of summer 
residents and loss of business in the entire dairy district and 
the writer was requested to make a report to the President of 
the New England Milk Producers’ Association to allay the 
uneasiness, which was done. Following the above there was 
an outbreak of a severe form of intestinal influenza, which 
many thought at first to be poliomyelitis. This epidemic was 
confined largely to one city, with a water supply from 4 ponds 
and reservoirs which, owing to the drought, were extremely 
low. As the epidemic was attributed to the water supply the 
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ponds were thoroughly cleaned and the epidemic subsided. 
The milk from 3 producers in this district was not shipped 
to Massachusetts but was pasteurized locally and made into 
butter until the danger of transmission by handlers was past. 


In recent years epidemiologists and other health authorities 
have found that work such as is described in the preceding 
paragraph is far more important in preventing the spread of 
communicable diseases than is generally recognized. Since 
the quite recent use of the phosphatase test in determining 
whether milk has been thoroughly pasteurized a much larger 
proportion of milk processed for final delivery has been found 
to be insufficiently pasteurized and consequently classified 
as unsafe. While we run more phosphatase samples from a 
supply that might be under suspicion it is impossible to cover 
our whole supply frequently enough to insure more than a 
minimum protection. It is gratifying to state that Brookline 
is credited with adopting modern procedures in safeguarding 
the milk supply.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF MILK AND FOOD 


To the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — The following is the report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1944. 


The loss of one inspector early in the year by reason of a 
Civil Service requirement, the induction into the Army Air 
Force after 5 months’ service, of his successor, who was trans- 
ferred from the State Division of Dairying and Animal Hus- 
bandry, the inability to obtain a part time clerk under the 
adopted schedule of compensation, additional work assigned 
by the Committee on Safety and Health in and about Build- 
ings and duties required by the O.P.A. and W.P.B. made it 
necessary to curtail some of the less important phases of the 
work and thus be able to give the additional time needed in 
maintaining the safety and quality of the milk supply. In 
this connection the writer desires to record appreciation of 
the co-operation extended by Mr. Lester T. Tompkins, Direc- 
tor of Dairying in the Massachusetts Department of Agri- 
culture, and his inspectors. In addition to seeing that dairies 
are in physical condition to produce clean milk all authorities 
now recognize the vital importance to public health of elim- 
inating diseased cows and other agencies of contamination by 
making frequent examinations of each producer’s supply as 
it is delivered to the creamery. As the present dairy laws do 
not authorize the State to do this important work it is being 
done only by municipalities with a Class I public health rat- 
ing. Because of the protection afforded by this phase of the 
work it has been given increased attention. It is hoped that 
a proposed legislative measure will be enacted, giving our 
State Department of Agriculture the needed authority and 
funds to cover all phases of country milk inspection work. 


Due to war restrictions as to both quality and sufficiency 
of food-stuffs, especially meat and certain dairy products, an 
unusual number of complaints have required additional time | 
in investigation and explanation. The condemnation of a 
considerable amount of perishable food-stuffs, the require-— 
ment of adequate refrigerating facilities, the enforcement of 
sanitary regulations, especially the sterilizing of serving uten- 
sils, have brought forth many angry protests but have re- 
sulted in reducing conditions which are responsible for milk 
and food borne diseases.

The present bacteriological standards per c. c. for pasteurized milk are a maximum of 
20,000 for Market, 5,000 for Grade A, 3,000 for Special, 300 for Certified; for pre-pasteurized 
milk a maximum of 400,000 for Market. 50,000 for Grade A, 25,000 for Special, 10,000 for 
}+Certified when sold raw. The bacteriological standard for cream is a maximum of 40,000 
per c. c., for ice cream and ice cream novelties 50,000. The butter fat standards for milk 
are a minimum of 3.35 per cent for Market, 4.0 for Grade A, 44 for Special, 3.5 to 4.0 for 
Certified (or fat content stated on label), for cream, 16 to 19% according to grade. 


| Pasteurized Milk... The purity and safety of the milk supply 
are indicated by the average bacteria, reasonably few high 
counts and contaminated samples and consistently high 
butter-fat, while with the exception of Grade A, as noted 
below, the mineral content is compatible with other values. 
However, as the pasteurization of milk is the only absolute 
safeguard against the transmission of disease it is disturbing 
to note that the phosphatase tests showed an increased num- 
ber of supplies to be insufficiently pasteurized. 


Pre-Pasteurized Milk. The detailed tabulated records are of 
samples examined by our own agencies and a portion of each 
pasteurized to determine the presence of heat resistant bac- 
teria; they do not include more than 9,000 samples, which 
were also laboratory pasteurized, reported by the laboratories 
of the larger dealers. While action was taken on these also 
when contamination or excessive bacteria were reported there 
were a few instances where it was very evident that bad con- 
ditions were not reported. However, the large majority of 
dealers fully co-operated in the effort to improve and protect 
their supplies. Because of the importance of examination of 
producers’ samples it should be done more largely by qualified 
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governmental inspectors; a modern microscope, with attach- 
ments and equipment, has recently been purchased for this 
purpose. Owing to illness of the writer a graph was used, 
consequently the exact averages were not figured. . Nine 
thousand and forty samples of producers’ milk examined at 
creameries were for the sole purpose of determining the 
presence of undesirable sediment, the type of bacteria and 
locating diseased animals, thus making it possible to effect 
prompt corrections. The 71 contaminated samples revealed 
45 cases of mastitis, 10 bad cases of streptococcus and other 
infections; these were corrected through temporary exclusions 
of milk, segregation of diseased animals and the slaughter of 
those which did not respond to veterinary treatment. 


Grade A Milk. The Grade A milk supplied by some of the 
larger dealers, while complying with the standards for fat and 
bacteria, continued to be deficient in body-building elements, 
much of it being lower in mineral content than most of the 
market milk and consequently less suitable for children. 


Special Milk. As the quality table indicates, both the 
regular and Golden Guernsey milk maintained a high quality. 
Because of the excellent flavor and consistently high mineral 
content the demand for Golden Guernsey milk has exceeded 
the supply. Sixteen additional dairies were approved, 42 
handlers received medical examinations and the Widal tests 
of blood specimens sent to the State igen ose Laboratory 
all proved negative. 


School Milk. ‘This is supplied from selected Special Goldén 
Guernsey dairies and is produced, processed and handled 
under stringent specifications adopted by the School Com- 
mittee, which insure maximum mineral value, purity and 
safety. In addition to the average 4.74% butter-fat content 
the solids-not-fat, containing the bone-building elements, 
averaged 9.21%, while the average sanitary rating of the 
dairies was 74.6 transcribed on the Brookline score cards. 


Milk Beverages. The chocolate flavored milk supplied the 
schools averaged considerably higher in bacteria and lower 
in butter-fat than that furnished last year. Although there 
was one sample containing non-pathogenic bacteria in excess 
of the standard, none showed evidence of contamination. 


Cream. The Government has restricted the butter-fat 
content of cream to 19% when sold to consumers. As it is 
shipped from the country at 40% or more to conserve transpor- 
tation charges the fat is reduced with skim milk, often of 
doubtful age and quality. This has occasioned complaints of 
off-flavor and adversely affected the bacterial content, factors 
which disclosed conditions requiring corrective measures. 
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Per Capita Consumption. Notwithstanding the fact that a 
considerable number of residents have temporarily left town 
to enter various governmental services the per capita con- 
sumption has increased, being conservatively figured at a 
minimum of 11.2 fluid ounces of milk and 1.8 ounces of cream 
daily. 


Ice Cream. Of the 4 instances wherein ice cream was 
found to be contaminated 2 were due to lack of sterilization 
of contact equipment at the manufacturing plants and 2 were 
due to the failure to add all the ingredients before the mix 
was pasteurized. Recent-samples examined showed that the 
corrective action taken proved effective. One of these supplies 
evidently caused illness to children, according to the attend- 
ing physician’s statement. 


Ice Cream Novelties. Samples of these products taken 
immediately after delivery indicated that manufacturers are 
now putting out a safe product. The bad samples were taken 
at retail stores; the condition was found to be due to inade- 
quate refrigeration and exposure to contaminating agencies. 
It requires frequent inspection to impress upon retailers the 
fact that these products must be kept at a low temperature 
and cleanly handled to prevent dangerous deterioration. 


Sterilizing of Serving Utensils. This work has shown a 
surprising improvement, the average bacteria of all samples 
taken being 125 per utensil, while the permissible standard is 
not over 500. Taking out the counts that were in violation 
the average was less than 90 per utensil. 


Dairies. Beside the recheck inspections and the second 
inspections required yearly on all Special and Grade A dairies 
there were 148 reinspections. Because producers have been 
unable to obtain labor and materials many needed corrections 
could not be made. While some used this as an excuse for 
negligent conditions it was surprisingly gratifying to find that 
many dairies were satisfacorily clean and well kept. Evi- 
dently when the farmer and members of his family are obliged 
to do all the work sanitary conditions and methods of proce- 
dure show better results than when hired help was obtainable. 
Check-up inspections were made to suggest and encourage 
the best possible use of existing facilities. The frequent ex- 
amination of producers’ milk upon receipt at creameries to 
determine poor cooling, presence of dirt, mastitis, streptococci 
and other harmful bacteria had a stimulating effect on pro- 
ducers. It was necessary to make 165 reinspections and 26 
subsequent inspections before determining approval or ex- 
clusion. Twenty-three of the exclusions were for failure to 
make sanitary corrections and 16 were for repeated excessive 
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bacteria and failure to eliminate diseased animals. Five 
dairies were permanently excluded from the Brookline supply. 


Creameries. It was impossible for some dealers to replace 
outworn or defective equipment, consequently 9 units were 
condemned, subject to availability of replacements. There 
were more than 20 major corrections made which were neces- 
sary to improve the quality of the product. Because of the 
necessity of employing inexperienced operators a considerable 
number of defects in procedure were discovered and cor- 
rected. At 3 receiving and shipping stations it was found 
that vehicle transportation tanks were not being properly 
sterilized. At ice cream manufacturing plants 2 were found 
to have inadequate facilities for sterilizing equipment and con- 
tainers, while at another, both equipment and premises were 
in a dirty condition. Corrective action was taken in each 
case. Regarding the conditions noted above, our limited per- 
sonnel made it impossible to make inspections .frequently _ 
enough to insure the maintenance of satisfactory conditions. 


Licenses and Permits. One ice cream license, one cream 
permit and 11 milk permits were refused and 8 milk permits 
were cancelled because of non-compliance of the product or 
premises with the laws and regulations. 


Food Sanitation 


“Aa Of the 12 commodities found to be illegal or 
unfit for food, 4 were drug preparations, 2 of which were 
illegally labeled and 2 did not comply with the potency re- 
quirement of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia. The remaining 8 
samples were of various foods, a considerable quantity of 
which were condemned to prevent illness. 


Inspected. Vhe inspection of unprocessed food-stuffs showed 
a minimum of spoilage; however, under authority of Section 
146, Chapter 94, Revised Laws, it was necessary to seize and 
destroy more than 200 pounds of meat and fish. Following a 
fire in a grocery store a truck load of mixed food products 
found unfit for consumption was condemned and disposed of 
at the town incinerator. 


Store Inspections. There were many complaints on O.P.A. 
violations of ceiling prices. The Committee on Safety and 
Health in and about Buildings referred a considerable num- 
ber of instances of insanitary conditions at food stores to this 
office for attention. While some of them involved violation — 
of the building and fire prevention laws the personnel of this 
office was glad to further the good work of the Committee. 
The most pronounced violations were lack of refrigeration. 
In cases where new refrigerators were not available correc- 
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tions were effected by the use of more ice in some cases and 
in other instances by installing electric cooling units and in- 
creasing the electric current. 


Hearings. Three of the 10 hearings were given as re- 
quired by the Statutes following violations of the bakery and 
food laws, while the remaining 7 were in connection with re- 
fusals and revocations of licenses and permits. They all re- 
sulted in compliance with legal requirements. . | 


As the writer is retiring February 1st, it is his desire to ex- 
press his appreciation and sincere thanks for the facilities ac- 
corded by the Board of Selectmen and the counsel and assist- 
ance given by Mr. Arthur A. O’Shea, the Board’s Executive 
Secretary, also the co-operation of other town officials, all of 
which contributed in large measure to the good results of the 
work.

The annual inspection of domestic animals was made in 
March. All animals were found free from disease with the 
exception of one calf which was suffering from an acute skin 
infection, later proved to be non-contagious, and was soon 
corrected. 


Contagious Diseases ~ 


For the past year, there hasn’t been any cases of Tubercu- 
losis or Bangs disease affecting domestic animals. This is 
due to the annual testing for Tuberculosis and Bangs disease 
and, also, the exclusion of all animals that are not free from 
the diseases being added to the herds within the town. 


Rabies 


There have been no cases of Rabies during the past year. 
‘This is undoubtedly due to the numerous vaccinations done 
privately; also to the vaccinating regulations in nearby towns 
and cities which keep the disease checked. The number of 
people bitten by dogs has been somewhat less this past year, 
due to police and court action on unlicensed dogs which have 
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been at liberty on the streets and in playgrounds. Dogs 
that have bitten people have been quarantined for a period 
of two weeks for observation and subsequently released. 
However, those that have a history of repeated biting have 
been disposed of. This has lessened the number of biting 
cases, and also prevented unnecessary suffering to those 
persons who might have been injured. 


Dairies and Creameries 


At the request of Mr. Ward, a great deal of time was spent 
on Dairies in Vermont. Owing to the man-power shortage 
and the restricted amount of grain of inferior quality quite 
a number of cows were found to be affected with Mastitis and 
other diseases that affect the milk. All animals so affected 
were immediately removed from the herds and isolated until 
recovery or other disposition was made of them. The dairy 
situation will need constant attention as conditions are at 
present. 


Meat, Fish and Fowl 


At the request of Mr. Ward, stores and meat markets were 
inspected during the past year. Numerous inspections of 
meat, other than those tabulated, were examined and con- 
demned if found to be unfit for human consumption.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits 
the following report of its operations during 1944, with the 
estimate of expenditures for 1945.

It was the subject of 
much study and of many meetings of the Park and Recreation 
Commissions with all other town groups interested, for the 
purpose of making recommendations to the town for improv- 
ing recreation facilities. 


In March the town purchased the old Rivers School prop- 
erty on Eliot Street. This added ten and a half acres to 
the Park Department areas and provides the space in that 
section of the town for a much needed and splendid playfield. 
It was made use of immediately. 


Municipal Golf Course 


The course was open from April 15 to December 4. There 
was much better attendance due to lifting of the ban on non- 
essential motor travel; also to better average weather on the 
principal golfing days.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board herewith submits its sixty-ninth annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1944. 

At the annual election held on March 7, 1944, William D. 
Paine, Esq., was re-elected a member of the Board for three 
years. The Board organized on March 10, 1944, electing 
Timothy J. Burke, Esq., Chairman, (this being his twentieth 
year in that post and his forty-fifth as a Board member), and 
appointing Lawrence E. Hanson, Registrar and Clerk of the 
Water Board, and Walter B. Bushway, Superintendent of 
Works, and Kenneth W. Robie, Assistant Superintendent of 
Works for the ensuing year. 


1944 saw the continuation of the Board’s policies of re- 
trenchment and of a streamlining of departmental function- 
ing into basic maintenance. No extensions were undertaken, 
due to the widespread war-time curtailment of building. It 
has been interesting to observe that, by proper advance sched- 
uling, excepting in emergencies, it has been possible to ac- 
commodate an even larger number of service calls than last 
- year. Where, before the war, this Department prided itself 
on instant response to service calls for shut-offs, special read- 
ings, and such similar special needs as arose, now, save. for 
emergency demands, calls are serviced in the order in which 
they are received, usually with the splendid co-operation of 
the water-taker. 

Under the watchful guidance of the Superintendent, the 
Board has seen a continuation of the salvaging of materials, 
and is grateful that there continues the trend toward strictest 
economy in all war critical categories of men and materials. 


In March, one of the old employees passed way: William H. 
McGuire. The following resolution was passed: 


“WHEREAS death has taken from our midst, William H. 
McGuire, whose jovial nature and constant attention to duty 
has helped lighten the burdens of all those who came into contact 
with him since his employment at the Filter Plant in 1917, and: 


WHEREAS the splendid personal qualities of Billie McGuire 
stand out like beacons on the troubled trails of time over which 
he passed with undiminished courage, and his loss becomes 
thereby the more real to all who had known him and had been 
associated with him, 


Now, therefore: 
BE IT RESOLVED: 


That the Water Board hereby conveys to his family, on behalf 
of itself and of the Department, its deep sorrow and keen sense 
of personal loss, and to bespeak its appreciation of his constancy, 
his poise, his devotion to duty, hereby directs that this RESOLU- 
TION be spread upon the records of this Board, and a copy.sent 
to the bereaved family.”’ 
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The following week, in March, yet another old-timer passed 
on: John McInerney. Again it became the sad duty of the 
Board to record the following Resolution: 


“WHEREAS, the Water Board has learned, with profound 
sorrow, of the death of John McInerney, for many years a foreman 
in the Department, and: 


WHEREAS the Water Board desires that his sterling native 
abilities be brought to mind at the mere mention of his name to 
those who labored by his side and under his direction for so long 
a time, in the driving of tubular wells, and: 


“WHEREAS John McInerney exemplified the culmination of 
acquired expertness through inborn alertness, yes, always friendly 
he diffused a willingness which urged and inspired even as it 
leavened the rigors of his work in any season or at any hour of 
the day: 


Now, therefore: 
BE:VE RESOLVED: 


That the Water Board hereby conveys to his family, on behalf 
of itself and of this Department, its deep sorrow and keen ap- 
preciation of his loss, and hereby directs that this Resolution 
be spread on the records of the Board, and a copy hereof trans- 
mitted to his family in this, their bereavement.” 


Brookline’s relationship to the Metropolitan District Water 
Supply has taken many hours of study, this year, on the 
part of the Board and of all its executive staff. It should be 
constantly borne in mind that the maximum capacity of the 
town’s own water supply facilities is five million gallons per 
day. That physical limitation, recognized in the early twen- 
ties, led to the town’s entrance into the Metropolitan System 
in 1925.. Therefore, as the town is a member of that huge 
system, its future is inevitably tied in with that of the M.D.C., 
upon which it_must rely for such additional water supplies 
as its own sources cannot afford. It is therefore anticipated 
that year by year, so long as present statutes are on the books, 
there will be the usual annual ‘‘Finding’’ by the Department 
of Public Health Division of Sanitary Engineering, that the 
town cannot supply in excess of ten per cent of its consump- 
tion demand. The Board anticipates such a finding each 
year, as its own statistics inevitably coincide with those of 
the Department of Public Health. The matter consequently 
becomes merely a verification of their figures with our own, 
and, as the data are facts of record, no appeal from pure, 
known facts would seem to lie. When, therefore, the formal . 
declaration of the Department of Public Health is trans- 
mitted to the town, declaring its ‘‘Findings’’ and no appeal 
is taken by this Board, it is for the foregoing reasons, reasons 
which do not in any sense act to the detriment of the town. 


In any extension of the activities of the Metropolitan Sys- 
tem, — and this Board is conscious of numerous efforts in 
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that direction — Brookline’s interests are under closest 
scrutiny. The Board has had the pleasure of frank and open 
discussions of the M.D.C. problems with the Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, with Town Counsel and others, and 
has itself appointed Commissioner Hamilton, the Superinten- 
dent and the Registrar as its Technical Committee to act in 
liaison with any and all other officials and Boards and com- 
missions in arriving at factual bases as regards Brookline’s 
status. 


The Board cannot make predictions as to what legislation, 
if any, may be passed by the present Legislature, but it affords — 
great pleasure to here record that, during the year, the Super- 
intendent acted as Alternate on the so-called ‘‘Governor’s 
Committee” in the matter of extending M.D.C. availability 
to other municipalities, and acted also, as a technical mem- 
ber of a sub-committee which prepared drafts for proposed 
legislation designed to so lower the cost of M.D.C. water as 
to redound to the fiscal benefit of this and of other munici- 
palities to be served. Indeed, were the proposal to become 
law at this moment, the result would be revolutionary, in 
terms of its effects on water procurement for the Town of 
Brookline, and, no doubt, for other municipalities as well. 


The Board desires to here record its deep appreciation of 
the endless hours and unlimited energy devoted to the legis- 
lative proposals by its Superintendent and to record its grati- 
tude for his tireless devotion to the interests of the town in 
all the conferences and hearings which he attended, without 
missing one. | 


During the year the Chief Engineers of both Low and High 
Service Pumping Stations attained retirement age. Frank 
Henderson, Chief Engineer of the Low Service Station, 
reached retirement age in mid-1944; Lewis A. Goldsmith, 
Chief Engineer of the High Service Station, in the last quarter 
of 1944. In both instances the Board was quick to request 
special authorization from the Board of Selectmen to retain 
these valuable men notwithstanding their retirement status, 
and, in both instances, such authorization was granted. These 
are men of the type and caliber of which water works need 
more: constant in their application to duty, day or night; watch- 
ful and willing to accept responsibility and to direct others 
whatever be the emergency, however great the pressure of 
the moment, or sombre the consequences. To these men, 
whose lives have found lodgment in duties that guarded — 
yes, that guaranteed — a constant supply of excellent water 
under every imaginable condition of climate and of rainfall, 
and whose mechanical. genius never once permitted them ‘to 
so much as admit of a despairing moment — to them this 
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Board is grateful. The town may well feel proud of such 
records of service as theirs. 


The procurement problems this year again made difficult 
the actual delivery to this Department of items ‘‘on order,”’ 
so that, as was the case last year, unexpended balances are 
returned to the Treasury. While, fortunately, no actual 
“‘distress’’ has resulted to this Department from this inability 
to acquire materials and supplies that, in ordinary times, would 
be classed as day-to-day replacement materials and equip- 
ment, yet the Board desires to place itself in the position of 
being able to procure such things as may become available 
under future changing conditions, without delays that might 
affect the public service phase of its operations were it limited 
or proscribed by lack of available appropriated funds. There- 
fore, the requests for next year’s appropriation items approxi- 
mate those for this year, for the reason that next year this 
Department will face another year’s obsolescence replacement 
requirements, another year’s accumulated deficiencies must 
be met as nearly as may become possible, so as to ensure 
continued operation at a high level of efficiency in all spheres 
of activity. 


During the year warrants for the commitment of water 
rates, extension and maintenance charges were filed with 
Albert P. Briggs, Collector for the Town of Brookline, as 
follows:

It affords the Board great pleasure to here record the award 
to the Registrar of a well-deserved prize for his manuscript 
entry in The Boston Contest, for a program for the Metro- 
politan Area, especially since his work was the result solely 
of his own energy; as contrasted with the combined effort of 
others in teams, notably those groups of Harvard and Boston 
University and Technology professors against whom it de- 
veloped he was to find himself in competition. That the 
acumen of the Registrar should be thus recognized is itself a 
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signal honor. That such an achievement should have re- 
ceived the wide recognition that was accorded it by press and 
educators is proof enough of its permanent value.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass. 
December 31, 1944. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: — I respectfully submit the sixty-ninth annual 
report of the SUNSETS for the year ending DeceiDes | 
31, 1944. 


The closing of 1944, after three years of war, finds us in a 
substantially sound and satisfactory condition. The De- 
partment suffered from a 29% shortage of personnel by 
death, resignations, retirements, transfers, discharge, and mil- 
itary service. Nevertheless all necessary and customary ac- 
tivities were continued in accordance with our policy of effi- 
ciency and safety. 


During the year the following employees passed away: 


John McInerney, foreman (retired) who entered the 
service in 1889. 


William H. McGuire, filter operator, who entered the serv- 
ice in 1920. 


Attaining the age of 70, Frank Henderson, chief engineer 
of the Low Service pumping station was pensioned at his 
request. He entered the service of the department in 1914. 


Lewis A. Goldsmith, chief engineer of the High Service 
pumping station, on attaining the age of 70 was pensioned, 
but continues in active service. 


It was necessary to delay considerable of the lesser activi- 
ties such as cleaning, painting, and care of secondary equip- 
ment and facilities until late in the year because of the help 
situation. 


Briefly outlined the general activities of the department 
may be summarized in the following: 


Supply 

The prolonged drought during the summer totaled 47 days 
and resulted in a low water table in the well fields and a low 
river level, the elevation of which reached 79.60 on Septem- 
ber 16th, the lowest since the 1930 drought. Rainfall defi- 
ciency according to our rain gauge records totals nearly one 
year’s rainfall. Due to this situation the suction lift at the 
pumps amounted to 26.5 feet which resulted in a decreased 
delivery of raw water to the filter beds of approximately one- 
half million gallons per day. ; 
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All of the tubular wells were checked, cleaned and _ rede- 
veloped, including also the four large gravel-packed wells. 
Risers and goosenecks to 5 wells were replaced, approximately 
2,000 feet of canals were cleaned and reshaped, and the open 
filters were cleaned and resanded twice during the year, a 
situation which resulted from the greater use of the suction 
pumps. 


Late in the fall, low river permitting, the entire well field 
and grounds west of the Low Service station were cleaned of 
undergrowths, and dried vegetation, all of which were burned. 
Roadways were regraded and fences repaired and painted. 


_ The condition of the wells and grounds is very satisfactory. 


Filters 


The filters received the usual care and attention, although 
several times during the summer months we were unable to 
service them in our usual manner because of the help short- 
age. This condition had no effect on our filtered water, how- 
ever, the results merely lowering our filter yields. At the end 
of the year the filter plant was in excellent condition. Filters 
No. 5 and No. 6 were stripped to the coarse gravel bed and 
resanded to the normal grade; the sedimentation chambers 
were scrubbed and cleaned; and the coke aeration tanks were 
thoroughly washed with high pressure water jets. The 
quality of our water as reported by daily analyses at our filter 
laboratory, the Town Bacteriologist, and the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health remains unchanged. During the year 
there was noted a slight increase of magnesium, a condition 
resulting from the low ground water table. The final effluent 
of the filter plant continues to be of the same sparkling and 
distinctive quality as in the past. 

: \ 


Pumping Stations 

At the end of the year the condition of the boilers, engines, 
and station equipment at the pumping stations was very 
satisfactory. Necessary maintenance work was sustained with 
no unusual repair or replacement work anticipated next year. 
A recent inspection by the Hartford Insurance Company re- 
reported all boilers in good condition and requiring no re- 
pairs. Boilers No. 1 and No. 2 at the Low Service station 
required the re-riveting of the first girth seams and the weld- 
ing of fire cracks on boiler No. 2. The fire boxes to boilers 
No. 1 and No. 3 were relined, and the side wall to No. 3 boiler 
setting was rebuilt, and the arch to No. 1 boiler was repaired. 


The boilers; engines, and equipment. at the High Service 
station are in satisfactory condition-and no unusual work or 
replacements is anticipated in 1945. The fire box to No. 3 
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boiler was relined and the arch repaired. Last summer it 
was necessary to replace the water chamber of the duplex 
feed-water pump. 

The electric pumping unit at the Reservoir Road sub-sta- 
tion was carefully tested and checked before the high con- — 
sumption demands occurred. No replacements or repairs 
were necessary and none should be required next year. A 
contract for furnishing and installing a second unit at this 
station, of four million gallons per day capacity, was awarded 
to the Lombard Governor Corporation of Ashland, Mass., 
for $2,600.00. Delivery of this unit is expected in February, 
1945. 

Further information on these stations may be found in the 
reports of the chief engineers which are attached hereto. 


Because of the resignations and retirements of our pump- 
ing engineers at the Low Service station, we have been com- 
pelled to operate the engines with less help, a condition which 
has placed added work on the men, often necessitating 16 
hours daily work and no Sunday time off. At the end of the 
year the situation was critical because the State Civil Service 
had no list of available men. The reason is obvious when 
the fact is known that wages paid outside are over 80% in 
excess of our wage base. Efforts were underway at the end 
of the year to employ super-annuated engineers to fill up 
this shortage. 

The annual coal contract for the Low Service station was 
awarded to the Snider Fuel Corporation at $8.99 per short 
ton. Anticipating a coal shortage in the winter of 1944-1945 
a reserve supply of approximately 1,100 tons were stored on 
the hill, north of the Low Service station. 

Consumption for 1944 was 1,830,000,000 gallons, an in- 
crease of 20,800,000 gallons over last year’s consumption. 
Low Service demands were 1,400,000 gallons less while High 
Service exceeded by 22,200,000 gallons that of 1943. For 
several days during June and August the consumption de- 
mands were in excess of 12,000,000 gallons per day for several 
hours while the sustained demands for 24 hours often ex- 
ceeded 8,000,000 gallons. 

Building of the filter plant, boiler rooms, at both stations 
and the Low Service turbine room, were painted late in the 
year. Much of the routine cleaning work was of necessity 
omitted during the summer months. 


Force Mains and Reservoirs 
The force mains from West Roxbury to Brookline were 
checked for leaks and encroachments. All gate valves and 
blow-off connections were operated, and no further attention 
was necessary. 
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Reservoir grounds and gauge houses were cared for in the 
usual manner. 


The Water Board continued its policy of alloting a section 
of the Fisher Hill reservoir grounds to the employees of the 
department for Victory Gardens. 


Defense Activities 


Liaison was continued during the year with the Brookline 
Civilian Defense Committee and the department participated 
in the air raid drills which were held earlier in the year. Sev- 
eral employees were sent to the Red Cross First Aid School 
and later received certificates for first aid work. _ 


Distribution 


Labor shortages were somewhat compensated for by the 
lack of extension work which is permitted only by Federal 
regulations. An excellent opportunity was afforded, however, 
to continue our work of replacing faulty valves and stop 
cocks. During the year all gates in the town were checked 
and operated and it was found that 31 required repacking or 
repairing, and that 25 gate boxes were adjusted to grade. 

Increasing failures of 1144” and 2” valves necessitated con- 
siderable replacement work, because of length of service. 


Restricted automobile use was probably responsible for only 
2 hydrants being broken. The widening of the south side of 
Beacon Street between Harvard and Charles Streets neces- 
sitated the moving of one hydrant and several shut offs. 


Considerable damage to our drinking fountains resulted 
from vandalism, and 12 fountains were repaired. 


Only one break occurred in our street mains, an eight-inch 
cross-over, and was due to cold water contraction and the 
further consolidation of fill under the Turnpike on the out- 
bound side at Dunster Road. 


Regular leak inspections were continued as usual during 
the year on our mains, hydrants, service lines, etc. Our un- 
accounted for water amounted to 8% of the total consump- 
tion which was well within the adopted limits of the Ameri- 
can Water Works Association standards. 


Although we were able to accomplish considerable replace- 
ment work during the year to our street mains, gates, and 
service lines, there still remains much to be done next year. 


Winter inspection of hydrants continues to offer security 
against frozen barrels or broken stems. Over 900 hydrant 
markers were placed in the tree lawns, these affording the 
prompt location of same prior to being shoveled out of snow 
drifts. All hydrants have been checked, serviced and painted. 
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Shops and Garages 
Repair and maintenance work on our rolling stock and 
equipment. exceeded that of last year because of obsolescence 
and inability ‘to get replacement parts, thus resulting in the 
greater use of our welding unit and our resourcefulness in 
making the necessary replacements. 


At the end of the year we had an ample supply of 1”, 114", 
and 2” cement lined pipe in storage. These pipes were pur- 
chased in 1941... The same situation is true with reference to 
cast iron pipe and fittings, and gate valves. 


Utilizing the full facilities of our new meter shop and 
equipment, 467 meters were repaired and 1,341 tested and 
serviced. Of those repaired, 23 were damaged by freezing 
and 10 by hot water from faulty heater operation. Work 
in this shop continues on an efficient and satisfactory basis 
and has considerable effect on our revenue. 


Early in the winter the pipe shop and sub-station on Reser- 
voir Road were reconverted to oil heating following an ap- 
proval from the Petroleum Administration for War. } 


Extensions 
Four new hydrants and seven new service lines were in- 
stalled during the year under W.P.B. authority. 
Temporary metered service lines were laid to provide water 
to the Victory and Community Gardens during the drought. 


I take this opportunity to express appreciation to the 
Water Board for its advice and co-operation and to the mem- 
bers of the department for their loyal support.

Some 
work to the refractory units and wells will be necessary for 
boiler No, 2. | 


Buildings: the buildings ‘and grounds are in pout condition. 
The boiler room is being painted inside and the roof of the 
main engine room needs re-slating in two places due to the 
high winds of December 31. | |

Gentlemen: — 1 respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Selectmen’s Agent for the Heating and Lighting Plant- 
for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


The end of the year finds the plant nearing the completion 
of a planned program to increase its efficiency and overcome 
unsatisfactory conditions of operation. Test made early 
in the year disclosed considerable losses of fuel due to low 
draft conditions and insufficient combustion spaces, resulting 
in a carrying over of fuel combustion through the boiler tubes 
and into the stacks. Stack temperatures were found to be 
525° Fahr. with a draft of less than + inch. Other losses oc- 
curred in faulty boiler and furnace insulation, leaky reducing 
valves and piping. Boilers 4-5—6—-7 had been condemned by 
boiler inspectors and the tubes to boilers 1-2-3 were leaking 
and needed immediate replacement. 


A contract for replacing the condemned boilers was awarded 
to the Cleghorn Company, they being the lowest bidder. 
To overcome the poor draft condition it was decided to in- 
stall H.R.T. boilers with 34’’ tubes instead of the 3” size. 


Retubing boilers 1-2-3 was done by the Hodge Boiler 
Works. 


Rebuilding the collapsed refractory wall and boiler settings 
was awarded to the David Macfarlane Company, the lowest 
bidder. 


Repairing the refractory units, arches and back wall to 
boiler No. 2 was done by the Vincent Kenneally Company. 


The above work proceeded apace and in proper order, at 
the same time faults in the valves and piping were corrected 
by replacements. | 


An examination of the circular stack disclosed that it had 
been weakened by old breaches which had not been properly 
closed. This was taken care of by the Macfarlane Company. 


When the boiler settings to boilers 4-5-6-7 were pulled 
down it was found that all of the wall headers had been 
clipped and were not tied in with the fire walls, also voids up 
to 40% of the wall body were found to exist, thus accounting 
for considerable heat losses. 
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At the same time the combustion chambers and furnace 
spaces were found to be only 60% of the required volume. 


By the end of the year this work had been completed and 
unsatisfactory conditions corrected. Early in December 
it became apparent that economies would exceed those 
anticipated. At this writing it is too soon, in the absence of 
critical measuring devices, to determine the results but it is 
estimated that these economies may exceed 30% of the fuel 
costs at the same time prividing longer life to the boiler plant. 
Stack temperatures were reduced from 525° Fahr. to 325° 
thus proving that we were obtaining complete combustion 
of our fuel. Boiler pressures have now been increased from 
807 to 11574 thus making for a smoother plant operation. 
Also the stack draft was increased 100% from 4” to $’’.. After 
a successful petition to the Petroleum Administration for 
War, we received permission to reconvert more of our plant 
to oil burning and received an oil allotment of 33% of our 
pre-war consumption. Due to the fact that the plant is not 
primarily a coal burning type because of low stacks this 
change should make for further economies. 


John J. Hughes was qualified by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion to serve as Chief Engineer and Joseph R. Hingston as 
Relief Engineer.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Organization 


The School Committee at its organization meeting follow- 
ing the Town election in March reelected George E. Hills as 
chairman, and appointed its five standing committees with 
little change in membership. 

Dr. Carl C. Seltzer succeeded Mrs. Lotta Bradburn Schick, 
who had been a member continuously since 1929. 


Entrance Age 


The Committee has continued in its research and endeavors 
to determine the age at which children should be admitted 
to the kindergarten and to the first grade. It has agreed that 
both chronological and mental age should be considered, as 
well as such important factors as physical and social ma- 
turity. It is unanimously of the opinion that a chronological 
age of 4 years, 9 months (as of October 1) for admission to 
kindergarten and an added year for admission to the first 
grade should be required as in the past. In addition, children 
not more than 3 months under those ages may be tested, at 
the request of their parents, to determine their mental ages 
and may be admitted to kindergarten and first grade if the 
mental ages are not less than 5 years, 2 months and 6 years, 2 
months, respectively. The judgment of the Medical Director 
and of the Director of Child Placement as to the physical and 
social maturity and emotional balance of tested children will, 
of course, enter into the decision regarding their admission. 


Speech Defects 


In response to an inquiry by one of the members of the 
Committee as to the prevalence of speech defects among our 
children, an investigation is being conducted by the Director 
of Child Placement and by the Medical Director. The re- 
sults of this investigation are soon to be considered by the 
Committee, and if there are any speech handicaps which can 
be removed, even in part, by instruction, instruction will be 
provided. ; 

Survey of Physical Education 

The Subcommittee on Hygiene, which has the general over- 
sight of physical education, is now in the process of making 
a comprehensive survey of the activities of the schools in 
this field. One meeting, attended by all coaches and assis- 
tant coaches, has been held and a detailed presentation has 
been made of the activities, accomplishments, problems and 
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needs of each sport. Another meeting was attended by all 
- teachers of physical education, who explained the purposes 
and practices of the instructional program in the elementary 
schools and in the High School, both during the school day 
and in the voluntary afternoon play periods. In the near 
future the Subcommittee will receive reports from the Medi- 
cal Director and nurses regarding the provisions now made 
for health service. A report from the Director of Home- 
making concerning the management of the school cafeterias 
will follow. After a thorough-going study, the Subcom- 
mittee hopes to reduce to writing the policies and practices 
of the schools in the fields of physical education and health 
and to use the resulting document as a manual of practice 
and as a basis for further study and improvement. 


The High School 


The High School has a large responsibility for nearly one- 
third of all our pupils, and at one of the most critical periods 
in their lives. During those secondary school years many 
decisions are made as to work habits, attitudes towards so- — 
ciety, and the choice of a vocation. While the influence of 
parents is the most important factor in children’s lives, the 
school has a great opportunity to build upon the foundation 
which the parents have laid and to advise and assist the 
parents materially in promoting character and learning. It 
takes full advantage of that opportunity. 


For these reasons, therefore, the School Committee is 
conscious of a grave responsibility to see that the High School 
is supremely well administered and that all desirable guidance 
is provided by competent advisers not only to classes but to 
individuals. In pursuit of these results the Committee has 
appointed for the second year an Executive Committee, with 
wide authority, to function with the Headmaster, and has 
received from it a report of its accomplishments and its plans 
for the future, all of which it has commended. 


One of its most important recommendations, the securing of 
a guidance counselor, who will devote his full time to this 
work, has been approved, and an appointment will be made - 
as soon as a person competent to perform the duties of such 
a position can be found. 


Plans for Future Buildings 


The Committee has made clear to the Long-Range Planning 
Board that the North Wing of the High School should be 
built immediately after the war is over. Fire .alarm and 
sprinkler systems should be installed in all schools which do 
not have such systems. 
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No school building can be. considered adequate for today’s 
needs unless it has, in addition to a sufficient number of 
well-equipped classrooms, an auditorium, a cafeteria, a li- 
brary, a gymnasium with adequate shower baths, nurse’s 
room, science, manual training and homemaking laboratories, 
and storerooms. Not all our school buildings are satisfactory 
in these particulars, but they should be made so as soon as 
construction work can be resumed. Meanwhile, the School 
Committee proposes to have plans ready for prompt post- 
war action. 


Gifts and Loans 


Acknowledgment is made of the following gifts to the

The Louis Orenberg Prize, given by the Louis Orenberg 
Association, a suitably inscribed. medal, plaque, or set of 
books (not to exceed $100 in value) to be presented to the 
High School student who in his conduct and character has 
most forcefully exemplified the practice of the Golden Rule. 


The Captain Wilfred H. Ringer, Jr. award of $100, by an 
anonymous donor, named for an officer of the United States 
Marine Corps, the first Brookline High School student and 
officer to give his life to his country in World War II. 


A donation of $50, by the Putterham Civic Association, for 
the Arthur W. Murphy Memorial Library of the Edith C. 
Baker School. 


Acknowledgment is made also of a loan by the War De- 
partment of a North American reconnaissance and photo- 
graphic monoplane, and, through the New England Aircraft 
School, of airplane and engine parts.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Superior Public Education Essential | 


The dangers of war, even more than the problems of peace, 
have impressed upon us the essentiality of a superior system 
of public education to the maintenance of a democratic form 
of government. ‘‘We have seen,’’ avers the New York Times 
editorially, ‘in Germany, Italy and Japan what vicious edu- 
cation can do to children. We have still to see what a com- 
munity which put education ahead of all its other public activi- 
ties could do for its young.’’ And I would add, for its adults 
as well. I am sure I am speaking without selfish intent in 
urging the people of Brookline to “put education ahead of 
all other public activities” and keep it there. The Town has 
been understanding and generous in the past, and has sup- 
ported its public schools not only with adequate appropria- 
tions and expressions of appreciation but in placing them 
under the direction of School Committee men and women 
whose sole purpose has been to serve their community and 
not to seek advantage for themselves. With reasonable cer- 
tainty that Brookline will continue to follow these policies, it 
can confidently be expected that the standards of public 
education which here have been set up will not be lowered 
under any circumstances within the people’s control. 


Maintaining Standards 


The most important question relating to education which 
the people of Brookline may ask today is: are our schools 
maintaining their standards? There are standards of teach- — 
ing and of personnel, of administration and of supervision, of 
health, of care of school buildings, and of business procedures. 
I shall speak briefly of each. 


While our teaching personnel is an unusually stable group, 
and our replacements because of retirements and resignations 
in normal years average 14 or 15 persons, or about 5 per cent 
of the staff, the number leaving during 1944 was 28, of whom 
5 retired, 5 accepted positions elsewhere, 2 resigned for 
reasons incident to the war, 10 resigned because of marriage, 
and 6 left for other reasons. No teachers left for military 
service during the past year, but 7 had previously left and are 
expected to return after the war. Two teachers are now on 
sabbatical leave of absence, for professional improvement, 
and 2 are on leave for personal reasons. In uncertain times 
like the present resignations frequently come unexpectedly 
and under circumstances which make the filling of vacancies 
unusually difficult. In addition, many former teachers, who 
in normal times can be called for temporary service, are now 
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regularly employed, probably for the duration of the war; 
and the supply of those available for substitute work has 
practically vanished. In 1944, 14 of these former teachers, 
all married women, were given temporary one-year appoint- 
ments, and a similar procedure will probably be necessary 
next year. All these appointees are excellent teachers, it 
should be understood, and most of them have the additional 
advantage of having children of their own. Up to this time 
the high quality of our teachérs has been maintained, and 
the only disadvantage we have experienced has resulted from 
a somewhat increased and irregular turnover. 


A Shrinking Teacher Supply 


The outlook for the remaining war years (and possibly for 
some years thereafter) is not good. Preliminary reports com- 
piled by the National Education Association in October, 1944 
from 141 teachers colleges and normal schools throughout 
the country show a total enrollment which is 53 per cent be- 
low 1941-42. Since Pearl Harbor about 280,000 teachers 
have left the profession (there are normally about 1,000,000 
public school teachers in the United States). More than one- 
fourth of those leaving did so because of military and related 
wartime services; more than one-fourth were attracted by 
better opportunities in war industry and other emergency 
employment; the remainder left because of other non-teaching 
employment, marriage, old age retirement, death, and other 
reasons. In addition, teachers, unlike most other groups, 
have found themselves at a serious financial disadvantage be- 
cause of the war. They have had small financial adjustments 
to offset in part the sharp increases in the cost of living, but 
by comparison with the many whose incomes are now the 
highest in their experience, teachers as a class have suffered a 
distinct setback. Some of them have added to their school 
incomes by working in war plants, and while there is a meas- 
ure of patriotic effort in this, for the most part such extra 
work tends to reduce a teacher’s efficiency and to retard her 
professional progress. Except as an emergency measure, it 
cannot be regarded with favor. All these facts forecast a 
serious shortage of teachers throughout the country for years 
to come. 

More Money for Education 


Quite apart from any living cost adjustment, it will be 
necessary to spend-more money on education and particularly 
on teachers’ salaries (which comprise about 80 per cent of the 
cost of education). Increasing all salaries by a fixed amount 
is not the best way to maintain or improve the quality of 
public education. Ways must be found to give the highest 
rewards to the most capable teachers, rather than to dis- 
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tribute salary payments indiscriminatingly to all teachers in 
accordance with the ages of the children they teach or the 
number of years they themselves have taught. 


Standards in Basic Subjects 


It is not easy to judge teachers and teaching in any other 
way than subjectively, because the results of education are 
extremely difficult to evaluate. Certain outcomes can be 
measured, and among these are the “three R’s’, which a 
survey by the National Opinion Research Center of the 
University of Denver shows 34 per cent of the public con- 
siders the most important part of education. We have been 
measuring for years these. outcomes in reading, writing and 
arithmetic, and I am glad to report that the standards of the 
past have been fully maintained. In general, our averages 
exceed those established throughout the country, as a result 
of the average superior mental ability of our pupils as well as 
of superior teaching. 


Administration and Supervision 


Our supervisory and administrative structure has not been 
changed significantly during the war period, and such changes 
as have been made have tended to strengthen rather than to 
weaken it. Since the whole purpose of supervision and ad- 
ministration is to make better teaching possible, it is essential 
that no weaknesses be allowed to creep into the system in 
this area. 


Health Standards 


The maintenance of health standards is no easy task when 
so many physicians and nurses are in the military establish- 
ment. Our Medical Director has been vigilant in promoting 
the health program, notwithstanding the shortage of physi- 
cians to assist him in the annual physical examinations, and 
the impossibility: of securing a list from the Civil Service 
Commission from which one temporary and two permanent 
vacancies could be filled. At the end of the year, all vacan- 
cies were filled satisfactorily, but the need for more nurses 
to serve in military hospitals may present new problems for 
the schools in 1945. 


Janitorial Staff 


We have been fortunate in retaining most of the members 
of our janitorial staff. These faithful and experienced men 
and women have kept our buildings in a safe condition despite 
the difficulties we have experienced at times in proyiding 
substitutes for those who have retired or been absent because 
of illness. 
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Secretarial Services 


Difficulty in securing paper, furniture and other supplies 
and equipment we have had as has every other school sys- 
tem, but these inconveniences have been as nothing compared 
with the sacrifices now being made by our men and women 
in military service and their worried loved ones at home. 
Office workers have been difficult to obtain, yet, due princi- 
pally to the resourcefulness of our Business Agent, we have 
never had a secretarial post unfilled, nor have we failed to 
keep the schools supplied with materials necessary for their 
work and to prepare promptly all necessary records and 
reports. 


Our Post-War Responsibilities 


The vital question for tomorrow is: are our schools pre- 
pared for their post-war responsibilities? An answer to this 
question involves answering another one: what are the post- 
war responsibilities of the people with respect to education? 
A conception of education which includes only the function 
of the public schools in teaching the traditional academic 
subjects is much too narrow for the post-war needs of a town 
like Brookline. A recent Gallup poll reveals that more than 
one-third of the population, or some 25,000,000 people, would 
like to enroll in adult education schools after the war. The 
largest number want training along professional, scientific or 
artistic lines, such as law, engineering, psychology, social wel- 
fare, economics, chemistry, languages and the arts. Among 
persons aged 20 to 29 the affirmative vote was 57 per cent. 
Next greatest interest was shown by the group aged 30 to 49. 


In my opinion, there should be set up in some conveniently 
located building a headquarters for all the educational services 
available to the people of Brookline through either public 
or private agencies. - It might well be called The Education 
Building of Brookline, and could be administered either by 
the School Committee or by a committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of cooperating organizations. The Cabot School 
building on Marion Street, when no longer needed for war- 
time purposes, might. well be selected as the headquarters 
for all the Town’s educational activities. 


Health Education for Adults 


Here I should hope a program of Health Education might 
be carried on by the Board of Health and the School Com- 
mittee cooperatively, providing instruction, clinics and con- 
ferences to maintain and improve the health of the citizens 
of this community. Since both health and education are in- 
volved, I'am convinced that neither board alone can do as 
well as the two boards working together to promote an under- 
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standing of the principles of health and a realization of good 
health practices. 


Training for Constructive Citizenship 


Education for more intelligent and more constructive citi- 
zenship is greatly needed by adults, as many of them would 
readily agree, and no amount of history and civics teaching 
to children will prepare them thoroughly, without further in- 
struction, to assume all the responsibilities which men and 
women should exercise. Civic education for adults should 
include classes, clubs and forums for the study and discussion 
of the rights and duties of citizens, and should include a 
study of history and government on an adult level. 


Homemaking Education for Adults 


Homemaking education, while offered in an elementary 
way to children of customary school age, is primarily of 1n- 
terest to young adults. Only that part of homemaking edu- 
cation which deals with boys and girls as members of families 
and emphasizes their responsibilities as children in the home 
can be effectively taught during the formal school years. 
Even high school students are not interested in making a 
serious study of their possible future duties as heads of families. 
The care of children (which like Health Education should be 
taught in cooperation with the Board of Health), the man- 
agement of family finances, building and furnishing the house, 
the privileges of parents and children, the education of the 
children both during the compulsory school age and beyond, 
and the use of leisure time should all be handled from the 
adult point of view. The Education Building, which would 
be especially arranged for use by adults, rather than a school 
building with furniture and surroundings suited for children, 
should be used for this instruction. 


Physical Education and Recreation 


The Town has good programs of Physical Education and 
Recreation now being conducted independently by the School 
Committee and by the Recreation Commission. For the best 
results these should be closely coordinated through a joint 
board or committee. As a result of the survey recently made 
of the Town’s recreation facilities and activities, efforts at co- 
ordination appear already to be under way. I earnestly hope 
they will succeed. I hope furthermore that recreation will 
not be associated exclusively with physical activities, but 
will be concerned with the recreation to be derived from 
music, art, and literature by those who know how to enjoy 
them. 3 
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Aiding Religious Education 


All the churches of our community are concerned with im- 
proving their programs of religious education. The means 
most frequently suggested for doing this is to allow children 
to be absent from school one hour a week for the purpose of 
receiving religious instruction in their sespective churches. 
Such a plan might not be practicable in Brookline because of 
the early hour at which the school day regularly closes. 
Neither does it solve the problems arising from the fact that 
many (perhaps most) teachers in religious schools are greatly 
in need of training in education if not in the precepts of their 
various forms of religion. While religious instruction, as 
such, is not a function of the public schools, the reasonable 
desire of all the religious groups to carry on such instruction 
for their own members could be significantly aided by provid- 
ing a meeting place for a committee of representatives from 
all the churches and temples which cared to cooperate, and 
by offering general instruction in the principles of education 
to prospective teachers in religious schools without touching 
in any way upon sectarian matters. 


Sound Provision for Veterans 


Men and women will be returning from military to civilian 
life and many of them will feel a need for additional educa- 
tion. None will want to return to high school because the 
passing of time and the experiences of war will have made 
them too mature to study in the same classrooms with second- 
ary school pupils. A building equipped for adults and methods 
suited to adults will be necessary if the needs of returning 
veterans are to be served. 


Some of the veterans will be eligible to attend the college 
of their choice at the expense of the federal government. 
They will, however, desire and need guidance as to what col- 
leges to select, and as to the vocations in which they are most 
likely to succeed. They have a right to look to the education 
authorities in their home town for information and guidance 
based upon the most accurate testing which can be provided. 
An- extension of our present system of guidance should be 
ready when needed to make certain that men who have 
already been set back years in entering a vocation will not 
through lack of sound guidance select their life’s work by the 
trial and error method. 


Improved Guidance Service 


The information and guidance recommended for our vet- 
erans ought to be made available for any citizen who needs 
them. Guidance is not a form of instruction: it is an educa- 
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tional service which should be the right of any citizen, in 
school or out. Guidance is a kind of insurance by which a 
school system tries to make certain that an individual will 
not become a misfit in the crowded ways of life. 


Better Vocational Education 


Our vocational education consists almost entirely of train- 
ing girls to be stenographers or clerks. This work is exceed- 
ingly well done, but it is not all the vocational training needed 
by the nearly 200 boys and girls who are graduated from our 
High School each year and who do not continue their studies 
in a more advanced institution. Those who desire education 
for a trade can have it at public expense, but ordinarily it is 
necessary to travel to Boston for it and not many avail them- 
selves of the opportunity. We are weak in leaving to chance 
which pupils will go to a trade school, and what trades they 
will learn. Until now we have had inadequate guidance 
facilities to determine which pupils had aptitudes for learning 
trades, and to direct them at the proper time (usually the end 
of the first high school year) into the best educational paths 
for them to follow. The School Committee has authorized 


the appointment of a guidance counselor for the High School | 


as soon as a qualified man can be found. One of the most im- 
portant duties of such a counselor will be to see that proper 
vocational training is given to each pupil who should have it. 
This is something which does not need to wait until after the 
war, but should be begun almost at once. 


Preparing for Peacetime Education 


From this explanation of our post-war responsibilities it 
appears that there is much pioneer work to be done during 
the next few years. If the Town approves these recommenda- 
tions, there is no reason why plans should not go forward at 
once and be fully accomplished shortly after the end of the 
war, and sooner in some undertakings. 


Where Are Our High School Graduates? 


What is happening to our High School graduates now that 
we are in the fourth year of the war? Fifty-five per cent of 
last year’s class are attending college or other advanced in- 
stitutions, compared with 49 per cent 5 years ago; but only 
39 per cent of the boys have continued their studies, whereas 
5 years ago 47 per cent continued. The percentage of girls 
continuing to study has risen from 51 to 67 in 5 years, a situa- 
tion not unlike that prevailing elsewhere. Of 168 boys gradu- 
ated in course in 1944, 66 had by fall gone to advanced 
schools or colleges, and 72 had entered upon military service. 


* 
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On the other hand, of 237 girls graduated, 158 entered ad- 
vanced schools or colleges and 1 entered military service. 
Some of the girls who have continued to study are being 
trained for nursing and will find themselves in military service 
if the war is in progress when their training has been com- 
pleted. 


At the High School commencement exercises in June, an- 
nouncement was made of 6 of our boys whose high school 
work had been completed in military service and who there- 
fore had been awarded the diploma of Brookline High School. 
Similarly, 9 others received diplomas later in the year, and 
their names will be printed on the graduation program of 
1945. i 

School Enrollments 


There were 160 fewer children of compulsory school age 
(7-15, inclusive) enrolled on October 1, 1944 than there 
were the previous year; but only 45 fewer than were enrolled 
5 years ago. Of those who had reached their sixteenth birth- 
day, there were 763 enrolled, 28 more than the previous year, 
but 135 less than 5 years ago. Those who had reached their 
eighteenth birthday numbered 36 (of whom 21 were girls), as 
compared with 45 a year ago and 139 five years ago. One 
other striking fact appears: in October, 1944 there were only 
5 out of 36 who had spent more than 4 years in High School 
or were postgraduates, whereas the year before 39 out of 45 
were fifth-year or postgraduate students. 


- 


Aiding the War Effort 


A complete list of what pupils have been doing under the 
leadership of their teachers to aid the war effort and for 
other worthy causes would be difficult to compile. It should 
be recorded that they purchased more than $209,000 worth 
of war bonds and stamps (the amount in 4 years exceeds 
$443,000), and deposited more than $24,000 (approximately 
the same as in 1943) in their school savings accounts in the 
Brookline Savings Bank. They contributed more generously 
to the Greater Boston United War Fund than ever before; 
and supported the American Red Cross, not only with the 
usual memberships, but also by making a general collection of 
articles desired by men on our ships and in military and naval 
hospitals. They collected more than 2 tons of clothing for 
the Save the Children Federation, and distributed circulars 
to help the Russian War Relief, Inc., which in a September 
drive collected more than 15 tons of clothing in Brookline, a 
substantial part of which, we have been informed, was the 
result of the publicity given to the drive through the schools. 

An’ energetic program of paper salvage has been going on 
during the past year. More than 60 tons were collected by 
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the children between the opening of school in the fall and the 
beginning of the Christmas recess in December. Eleven tons 
were collected during the same period of the previous year, 
and 60 tons had been set as a worthy goal for the entire school 
year of 1944-45. As long as the need is great, the collection 
of salvageable paper will continue. 


Pre-Induction Training 


Today, every department of the High School is carrying 
on its work with especial reference to the pre-induction needs 
of those who shortly will enter military service. The Physi- © 
cal Education Department offers an intensive course to in- 
crease the physical fitness of the 16- and 17-year old boys; 
this is accompanied by a program of first-aid, also by the 
Physical Education Department, and by a practical course 
in personal hygiene and sanitation taught in the Science De- 
partment. 


Aeronautics 


Mindful of the extraordinary interest in aeronautics and 
the importance of this activity for many of-our boys who will 
enter the air wing of the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, the 
Science Department acquired a military plane (North Ameri- 
can 0-47) and an Allison engine from the United States Army 
Air Forces. Fortified with a 52-page booklet of diagrams 
and information which the students compiled themselves, the 
laboratory work consists of tracing the structure and design, 
studying the instruments, and fuel, ignition and lybrication 
systems and engine operation of this equipment. This work 
is further supplemented by use of film-slides based on the 
official ground school materials of the Civilian Pilot Training 
Program approved by the Civil Aeronautics Administration. 
Numerous pieces of airplane equipment and parts of engine 
are also used in class demonstrations. The study of me- 
teorology is aided by a weather bureau constructed by the 
students, including electrically recorded weather vane, ane- 
mometer, temperature, and barograph in a wall panel in the 
Science Department corridor. Other aids to instruction, such 
as wind-tunnel, landing field and propellers, have been con- 
structed by the students. Applicants for this course are 
screened by the Stanford Scientific test. All the students 
are required to take the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
examination at the end of the year. Reports from those who 
have entered the air forces have so far indicated that the 
taking of this course has materially shortened their pre- 
flight training. 
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Communications 

One of the most important services in the armed forces is 
the Signal Service. There has been a great demand from 
both Army and Navy for trained men in this field and par- 
ticularly for those trained in radio communications. The 
Navy offers to those who pass the Eddy test in radio, con- 
centrated college training in this subject which will prepare 
the individual for a career in this field after the emergency is 
over. To prepare students for further Army or Navy train- 
ing in radio, the Science Department offers to a selected 
group of boys of pre-induction age a course in radio com- 
munications. The course includes instruction in the theory, 
proper use, construction, testing and repair of equipment, with 
especial emphasis on receiving and sending code AL, a speed 
_ of 20 words a minute. , 


Applicants for this course are screened by the Stanford 
Scientific test. Up to the present, all who have taken this 
course and who have been inducted are connected with that 
part of the signal service of the Army or Navy that has to 
do with radio or radar. 2 


Preparation for Nurse Training 


In the fall of 1938, the Science Department instituted a 
course specifically pre-vocational in nature for the training of 
seniors who desire to become nurses, laboratory technicians 
or doctors’ or dentists’ assistants. This course includes the 
_ study of microscopy, bacteriology, physiology, blood and 
urine analysis, hygiene and sanitation, elementary embryol- 
ogy, food and nutrition, and mathematics for nursing with 
especial emphasis upon anatomy and proficiency in labora- 
tory techniques. Since 1941, the course has become definitely 
pre-inductional in nature. A modest estimate of the num- 
bers who have taken it since 1938 places 50 per cent in the 
armed services as nurses or as cadet nurses. At the present 
time the majority of each class, that is, all those taking the 
course with the intention of becoming nurses, are inducted as 
cadet nurses. Graduates of our High School who have taken 
this course are represented in every major hospital in the 
Boston metropolitan area. 


The Counseling Committee’s Activities 


As a part of its policy to provide those guidance services 
not adequately supplied by other agencies in Brookline High 
School, the Student Counseling Committee has for the past 2 
years carried on during each semester a program of war 
service information for every boy who will have reached the 
age of 18 years by the following October. The program dur- 
ing the first semester of the school year 1943-44 consisted of 
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a reading and discussion of the material contained in the 
book ‘‘Youth Goes to War,’’ a succinct and authoritative 
manual of war information prepared by specialists in this 
field. Each boy was furnished with a directed reading out- 
line to be used in reading the book, a comprehensive bibliog- 
raphy of books on war service prepared by Mrs. Caroline R. 
Siebens, High School librarian, a bibliography of all similar 
pamphlet materials on file in the Counseling Room, and a 
bulletin entitled ‘‘Getting Ready for Induction,’ prépared by 
the National Association of Secondary School Principals. 
For purposes of discussion the boys were divided into two 
groups, each of which met three times under the leadership 
of Albert Seamans and Thomas E. Fitzgerald of the High School 
faculty. At an assembly held in connection with this war 
service information program, Chaplain Henry of the Chap-- 
lain School at Harvard University gave a most interesting 
and helpful address. A similar program was carried on during 
the month of May with those boys whose eighteenth birth- 
day fell between February and October, 1944. Each boy in 
this group received all of the material listed above, and, in 
addition, a copy of the booklet entitled ‘Service in the 
Armed Forces,’’ prepared by the United States Office of Edu- 
cation. Discussion groups were again organized under the 
leadership of Mr. Seamans and Mr. Fitzgerald. A joint meet- 
ing of the 2 groups was held in the Speech Theatre at which 
the boys were addressed by Captain Hill of the United States 
Army Air Forces. Some of the boys also spoke on phases of 
war services which they had investigated. The final feature . 
of the program was an assembly held on June 2 to which all 
boys in the 3 upper houses were invited and at which were 
shown 2 official United States Army sound films taken in 
color. These films were entitled “Swim and Live” and “Army 
in the Making.’’ In connection with the war service informa- 
tion program, the Student Counseling Committee was in- 
strumental in gathering the data necessary for filling out the 
educational experience summary sheet. The armed services 
have requested that each boy be provided with such a sum- 
mary sheet’ to be presented at the time of his induction. The 
Student Counseling Committee, assisted by members of the 
Testing Committee, also administered the Army-Navy Col- 
lege Qualifying Test on March 15 to 120 boys. 


Deaths 
We have lost by death 4 teachers on the retired list. 


Minerva E. Fales, whose death occurred on April 6, began 
service in the Brookline schools in 1900. .From September, 
-1913 until the time of her retirement in June, 1935, she was 
the Principal of the Michael Driscoll School. 
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Florence-Gertrude Perkins taught mathematics in the 
High School from December, 1920 until she retired in June, 
1943. Her death occurred on June 19. 

Abby F. Bosworth, who died October 20, at 88 years of age, 
was a teacher in the Pierce Primary School from 1883 to 1926. - 

A teacher at the Pierce School from 1901 to 1921 and a 
teacher of French in the High School from 1921 until her 
retirement in 1933, Maria E. Gardner died on Christmas Day.

At the same time William F. Young, Jr., 
teacher of the Junior Division of the High School since Jan- 
uary, 1943, became Principal of the Runkle School, succeed- 
ing Benjamin D. Roman. 


Appointment 
Francis W. Muldowney, Jr., Military Substitute Supervisor 
of Maintenance, was called in July to active service as an 
officer of the United States Navy, and was succeeded in 
August by George R. McEldowney.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — In compliance with Section 61 of Chapter 
41, General Laws, I herewith submit to you the forty-eighth 
annual report of the Accounting Department. 


During the town’s fiscal year, ending December 31, 1944, 
I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, the Treas- 
urer, at the close of each month’s business, and have verified 
the cash balance by actual count of the cash and by reconcilia- 
tion of bank balances. I have examined and checked all 
notes, bonds, and coupons paid during the year and have 
found them properly cancelled. 


I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under schedule ‘‘C”’ entitled Summary of 
Collector’s Accounts. 


His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds 
of the town have been examined, the securities checked, 
and all are found to be as reported by him and set forth in 
Schedules H and I. 


I have examined the accounts of the Town Clerk, the 
Librarian of the Public Library and the Superintendent of 
the Gymnasium and Baths, and find them to agree with the 
books of the Treasurer. 


I have also examined the books of the Retirement Board 
in charge of the Town’s Pension System which went into effect 
January 1st, 1934. All accounts were found in order with 
investments and balances as stated, but the actuary’s report 
was not available. 


There is held in escrow at the First National Bank, Boston, 
$5,100.00 for over-due coupons and bonds as follows:Coupons
